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FEDERAL JURISDICTION OVER MILITIA. 


On page 233 of the JourNAL of last week, Oct. 21, 
appeared a statement of opinion by the United States 
Court of Appeals, First Circuit, in the matter of the 
Militiamen, Emerson and Lowell, released from Militia 
service by habeas corpus proceedings. On page 261 of 
this issue we publish at length the order of the court 
in these cases, accompanied by the opinion of the court. 

The practical importance of this opinion can hardly 
be overestimated when consideration is given .to the 
far-reaching effect of the adoption of a contrary view. 
Had the District Court been sustained, the Organized 
Militia of the border states, already on the border at 
the adoption of the National Defense Act, would have 
been mustered out by and upon approval of that act, 
and Federal jurisdiction over them would have ceased 
instantly; and the mobilization under the President’s 
call of June 18, with all its incidents, would have been 
illegal and all Federal control exercised over the Or- 
ganized Militia under the call would have been adjudged 
null and void. Moreover, it is difficult to discern how 
such illegal action could have been cured even by subse- 
quent legislation. Furthermore, had the broad view of 
the District Court prevailed, those provisions. of the 
Dick bill which confer upon the President the authority 
to call into the service of the United States the Militia 
for constitutional purpvses would have been repealed 
and the power of the Executive in that respect stricken 
down. 

The office of the Judge Advocate General, represented 
by Major Ansell, co-operated with the United States 
Attorney at Beston, E. W. Anderson, in the preparation 
of the case, the record, briefs and arguments, and had 
its view sustained throughout. 

The question presented to the court in- the Emerson 
case was, concretely stated, whether the National De- 
fense Act of June 3, 1916, mustered out all Organized 
Militia of the several states under the Dick bill and 
struck down the authority of the. United States to use 
such Militia conferred by that act. The court, speaking 
more generally, stated the question to be as follows: 

Whether the Act of June 3, 1916, supersedes such prior 
laws and regulations and repeals such provisions of the Dick 
law, as amended, as authorize the President in cases of in- 
vasion or emergency to call out and use the Organized state 
Militia as a military force to help repel invasion and suppress 
insurrection, and whether in consequence thereof, under opera- 
tive provisions of the Act of 1916, it is left altogether at the 
option or election of members of the Organized Militia of the 
Several states to sign a new enlistment contract or not, and 
to take an oath of allegiance to the United States of America 
or not, and obey the orders of the President of the United 
States and of the governor or not; and in the event of an 
election not to sign a new enlistment contract and take the 
oath, whether it results from such election that the Militia- 
man in respect to the unexpired term of his original enlist- 
ment was mustered out and relieved altogether from obligation 
to respond to the Federal emergency call of the President for 
military aid. 

The court admitted that under rules of strict technical 
construction the act could be so construed so as to strike 
down all the existing Militia contracts and all Militia 
obligations to the Federal Government, but expressed 
the view that grave considerations of public right and 
public policy justified a liberal interpretation of the act 
So as to make it operate for greater efficiency and greater 
effectiveness rather than for “an overthrow of govern- 
ment rights and for less efficiency and less effectiveness.” 
The court adverted to the fundamental idea that govern- 


ments are created for the protection of the rights and 
liberties of peoples and properties within their domain— 
that the use of military forces may sometimes become 
necessary, and that to effect the object of government 
they should be so maintained as to make them effective 
in the face of government exigencies and peril; and 
said that the construction contended for by the peti- 
tioners would be so plainly contrary to the necessary 
idea of government, defense and protection, that it would 
not be adopted unless it was so plainly expressed as to 
make it manifestly appear that Congress intended weak- 
ness rather than strength. The opinion holds that it is 
optional with a member of the Organized Militia whether 
he shall take the dual oath and assume the additional 
obligation of the dual status provided for by the new 
National Defense Act, but that his failure to assume 
the additional obligation cannot have the effect of re- 
lieving him from one he is already under. 

Proceeding to determine the affirmative meaning of 
the act, the court said in effect that while the act pro- 
vided that members of the Organized Militia or National 
Guard of the several states were not to be recognized 
as members of the National Guard until they have 
assumed the broader additional obligation, this had 
reference to the National Guard distinctively designated 
as such under the new act, and was not inconsistent 
with their remaining in the class of service which they 
had previously entered, and that it fell far short of 
saying or meaning that the Militia organization, so far 
as Federal rights are concerned, may be disbanded at 
the option of its members and Federal obligations 
rescinded at will. The court drew a distinction between 
the new National Guard and the old Organized Militia 
by referring to the former as being distinctively classified 
and standardized, and as intended to be a constituent 
part of the armies of the United States; and to the 
latter as “land forces under Federal engagement to help 
put down insurrections and repel invasions.” The court 
disposes of the rather troublesome proviso of Section 61, 
to the effect that no state shall maintain troops in time 
of peace other than as authorized in accordance with the 
new act, by indicating its view to be that whatever the 
meaning of that section it cannot be interpreted as 
having reference to existing organizations of the Or- 
ganized Militia and their existing obligations. 

The opinion is interesting in several other respects 
for what it says or suggests. There has always been 
considerable doubt as to whether under Section 7 of 
fhe Dick bill the Federal authorities could do more 
than subject to court-martial one who refused or 
neglected to present himself for muster, thus wiping 
out the obligation to serve by the court-martial punish- 
ment. Such was the state of the law in the old case 
of Houston v. Moore, 5 Wheat 1. But the court said 
in this case that the petitioner was bound to respond 
to the call of the President and render service when 
needed to suppress insurrection within the national 
domain or to repel invasion. 

The court also evidently accepted the view announced 
in the opinion of Attorney General Wickersham in 1912, 
that, notwithstanding the Dick bill provided for service 
by the Militia within or without the United States, that 
service was as a practical matter limited to the national 
domain. The court also discerned no incompatibility 
in the coexistence of the Militia and the Federal Army 
status, and indicated its view to be that a National 
Guardsman under the new act was at once a member 
of the Army of the United States as well as of the 
Organized Militia of a particular state. 

Another decision of interest to the Service is that of 
United States District Judge Waddill in In re Winfield, 
in which the opinion has recently been written, but 
not yet published. The court there held, sustaining the 
view of the Judge Advocate General, that under the 
present law the parent has no right that can be asserted 
against the Government to avoid a contract of enlistment 
entered into without parental consent by a minor, even 
though the minor be under eighteen years of age, the 
ground of the opinion being that the statute does not 
expressly confer any such right in the case of enlistment 
in the National Guard, and that none can be implied 
from the mere establishment of age limits between 
eighteen and forty-five, such limits being prescribed for 
the benefits of the Federal Government, which alone 
can take advantage of a violation of them. 

Another question which will be tested on pending 
appeals is whether any right of a National Guardsman 
or his parent inhering in or involving the legality of 
the enlistment, which is accomplished by local military 
officials, can be availed of if not asserted before the 
Federal Government makes its call. The Judge Advocate 
General takes the tentative view that after the call such 
rights cannot be asserted. 
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Henry Ford has thought it best to expend some of 
his millions in reprinting, with an introduction by him- 
self, an address on war delivered in 1838 by Ralph 
Waldo Emerson. The publication is timely, for experi- 
ences during the years since Hmerson’s address was 
delivered furnish a complete refutation both of Emer- 
son’s statement and of the present-day theories of 
pacifists of the school which Mr. Ford represents. 
Emerson said fourscore years ago: “War is on its last 
legs; and a universal peace is as sure as the prevalence 
of civilization over barbarism, of liberal governments 
over feudal forms.” Since the first publication of this 


confident statement we have had in this country the first 
‘and now the second war with Mexico, the great Civil 
‘War, the war with Spain, not to speak of the constant 


recurrence of petty wars with the Indians, until recent 
years. England has had its Crimean war, its two Boer 
wars, the Indian mutiny, the war in Egypt, beside 
almost constant fighting in small wars, and is now 
participating in the greatest war in history and one not 
to be exceeded in its elements of primal savagery. 
Prussia and Austria have been at war, France and 
Germany, China and Japan, and Russia has fought 
with Turkey and Japan besides her constant strife with 
border tribes. The gates of the temple of Janus have 
been open, or at least ajar, nearly, if not quite, every 
year since Emerson spoke, and in no year have the wings 
of the dove of peace hovered over the whole earth. If 
Mr. Ford will consider the statements of Emerson during 
the Civil War he will no doubt discover that circum- 
stances then effected some change in the sentiments of 
the Concord idealist concerning the approach of the 
reign of universal peace. 





MILITARY LAW AS A POLITICAL FACTOR. 


Most of the news concerning the U.S. Army and Navy 
is of an official character that seems lacking in the neces- 
sary sensational elements so dearly loved by the editors 
of civilian journals. In official information about the 
Services the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL is pretty well 
used to being a long way ahead of its civilian colleagues, 
but even at that we were rather surprised to find that 
it took the civilian press a month (short of two days) to 
discover the fact that we had published the opinion of 
Judge Advocate General Enoch H. Crowder as to a con- 
dition of war in Mexico. The ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL 
printed General Crowder’s opinion in its issue of Sept. 
23, page 114, under the heading “When Is a War Not a 
War?’ On Oct. 20 this piece of news was found to fur- 
nish political material and was spread broadcast through- 
out the country in newspaper despatches of that date. 
So far as we have noted the New York Tribune was the 
only paper giving credit to the ARMY AND Navy Jotr- 
NAL for the material which prompted its suggestion. 

General Crowder’s opinion, which was approved by the 
Secretary of War and became a decision of the War De- 
partment, has made him one of the storm centers of the 
Presidential campaign. He held that a state of war 
exists in Mexico, and has been sustained by the legal 
authorities of the State Department. His opinion is not 
being questioned in legal circles. It is generally recog- 
ized as sound, but some of the daily papers insist that 
General Crowder’s opinion is a reflection upon the Mexi- 
can policy of the National Administration. This sug- 
gestion is prompted by the fact that the Republican 
leaders are using General Crowder’s opinion, which has 
become the decision of the War Department, to contro- 
vert the claim that the President has kept the country 
out of war. The opinion of General Crowder, it develops, 
was written early in the spring, before the political cam- 
paign had taken its present turn. It could hardly be 
charged that General Crowder was sufficiently acquainted 
with the plans of the Democratic leaders to have been 
inspired by any desire to furnish the Republicans with 
campaign material when he wrote the opinion. : 

However, without the authority given to him by the 
War Department decision General Pershing could not 
have administered justice to the punitive expedition. The 
jurisdiction of the civil courts of this country extends 
only to the Mexican boundary. The military authorities 
have no authority to punish certain crimes except in time 
of war, and if it were not for the decision of the War 
Department no one in the punitive expedition could be 
held for such crimes, The Secretary of War, who is an 
able lawyer, recognized this and approved the opinion. It 
is understood that General Crowder wrote the opinion at 
the request of the Secretary. General Crowder is in no 
way responsible for the efforts to use the opinion as a 
political document, and nobody who understands the mat- 
ter would suggest that he has had any part in it. He 
has in the pursuance of his office viewed a strictly legal 
question in “the dry light of reason.” 
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Changes in the mustering regulations for the National 
Guard and the absence of a definite rigid course to be 
pursued in this respect have, it is claimed, caused consid- 
erable handicap to officers of the Army detailed on muster- 
ing duty, incident to the calling out of the National Guard 
into the Federal service, besides confusion, etc., harmful 
to the Service. Sometim.s orders have been changed so 
that mustering officers wwouid be called upon to obey one 
regulation to-day and ignore 1: the next, and they have 
been puzzled as to what they should do. In the case of 
the 7ist New York, fo:: example. It was first ordered to 
Camp Whitman for muster out, and then when it was 
found that the command was not properly equipped to 
live in the open in a ccld climate after serving in a warm 
one, the regiment was ordered te its armory for muster 
out, entailing extra mileage expense, etc. The medical 
examinations were next ordered to be made with the as- 
sistance of National Guard medical officers, and under 
this plan, the 71st would have been out of the Federal 
service on Oct. 2. Orders were issued, however, chang- 
ing the plans, and making it mandatory that only Army 
surgeons should make the medical examinations. This 
last order resulted in a delay of another week in the 
muster out of the 7ist which has cost the U.S. Govern- 
ment about $1,500 per day. <A board to revise mustering 
regulations and bring them to a more practical basis, it is 
claimed, is very much needed. Then the 14th Infantry, 
N.G.N.Y., was ordered to entrain at Peekskill, N.Y., for 
the Texas border, without any medical examination, and 
it was not until after it was on the border for about a 
month that the medical examination took place. This 
opened the door for various complications. 
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The wife of an officer of our Navy presents through 
the American Defense Society an argument in favor 
of giving the Navy a voice in legislation. There has 
been, she says, “no consistent endeavor on the part of 
Congress to accept the decisions of men trained by 


education and tradition to place our Navy in the position 
of being strong enough to meet on equal terms our most 
probable enemy. Yet we of the Service do 
not want freedom of speech; we only ask authoritative 
representation. In the creation of an advisory council 
and the appointment of a Chief of Naval Operations, 
Secretary Daniels and Congress have taken a step 
forward. Let us not, however, think to find either in 
the wide publicity given these moves or in their nominal 
existence that comfortable, but false, sense of security 
behind which we play at blind man’s bluff with war. 
Let us be very sure that the reorganization of the Navy 
Department and its co-ordination is decidedly in the 
hands of those men most fitted to carry it out. With 
a budget system of appropriation it would be impossible 
for our legislative assembly to hold all the stock in the 
national defense corporation, determining, often un- 
wisely, questions which naval experts should be allowed 
to decide. It should also be impossible for a civilian 
Secretary or Congress to enact laws and regulations 
often prejudicial to naval efficiency, such as the present 
Naval bill embodies, with no hope of recourse to the 
higher tribunal which knowledge and experience have 
given us. We are taxed in the coin of service. _ Officially 
we have no home, no vote, no political opinion, no 
family. We pay cheerfully, yet by the public we are 
thought of as machines, and spoken of in the terms 
of gunfire, powder and blood. Our pacifists sit back 
in pious horror of our calling, yet we of the Army and 
Navy, of all the country, stand unitedly for peace. Not 
peace at any price, but. that peace which rests secure 
upon the rock of preparedness or comes again more 
speedily if we must fight.” 

When the report came recently from Norway that a 
concrete barge had been built at a local shipyard and 
that more were to follow, attention was drawn to the 
fact that barges of reinforced concrete had previously 
been built at Baltimore. The latter, it now appears, 
were by no means the first vessels of that type ever 
launched, for in 1855 a rowboat that had seen some 
years of service was exhibited at the Paris World’s 
Fair, says Shipping Illustrated. It was built of ferro- 
concrete and was so stoutly constructed that it was still 
in use in France a few years ago. On the other hand, 
the Manchester Ship Canal Company have had in service 
for some time on the canal a pontoon barge built of 
concrete, and for a number of years vessels of that type 
have been built at a small shipyard near Leghorn, Italy, 
while similar construction has been undertaken in Ger- 
many and Russia. Submarine caissons built of rein- 
forced concrete are not unusual, and the records of the 
Patent Office contain various workable proposals for 
submarine vessels built of that material. So far it does 
not appear that any self-propelling vessels have ever 
been built of concrete or other calcarious material, 
although the Chinese can boast of a remarkable craft. 
This strange craft is entirely built of marble and 
was built as a houseboat to amuse the imperial 
household. The date of its construction is unknown, 
but it was a favorite toy of the late Empress Dowager, 
and was kept afloat on a small lake within the precincts 
of the forbidden city in the last days of the Manchu 
dynasty. In 1910 the Isthmian Canal Commission con- 
structed three concrete barges on the Isthmus for use 
in supporting the dredging pumps for the hydraulic 
excavating and pumping plant of the Pacific Division. 
The first of these barges was launched on April 20, 
1910, and the last on Aug. 8 of the same year. The 
barges were 64 feet long by 24 feet wide, having a depth 
of 5 feet 8 inches. 








Apparently the Bremen, the second merchant sub- 
marine sent from Germany to the United States, has been 
lost ‘or captured. Paul G. Hilken, the American man- 
ager of the company owning these boats, returned on 
Oct. 26 to Baltimore from. New London, Conn., where 
be had been waiting for weeks for the arrival of the 
Bremen and, according to a newspaper despatch, “made 
no effort to conceal his grief over the loss of the boat, of 
which he had little doubt.” A despatch from Bremen, 
Germany, says that no news from the commercial sub- 
marine Bremen has been received, and she is regarded as 
lost. Great anxiety prevails among the families of the 
crew, virtually all of whom reside in Bremen, and it is 
expected difficulty will be experienced in obtaining crews 
for other commercial ‘submarines which may undertake 
transatlantic voyages. According to this information, the 
sailing of the Deutschland on another voyage across the 
Atlantic has been cancelled. From “English sources of 
information, which have always proved to be reliable,” 
the New York Werld received the following: “The first 
Bremen was captured in the Straits of Dover as she was 
following the tactics of the Deutschland in steaming along 
under the wake of an English vessel to escape detection. 
She had been spied further out and the net prepared to 
snare her. So completely was she entangled that it re- 
quired two days to get out the crew, of which five were 
dead and the remainder in the last stages of exhaustion. 
The most important part of the capture was the package 
of valuable documents and mail matter, which overjoyed 
Britain to possess. She was taken to Chatham, but 
where she now is was not stated. The British also cap- 
tured the second Bremen, but no details are. given out.” 
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The Middlesex Club, of Boston, Mass., has begun a 
movement to have a Grant National Park and has selected 
the Dent farm near St. Louir, Mo., as the ideal site. 
Col. Sidney M. Hedges, a member of the club, recently 
visited St. Louis and while there was taken to the Dent 
Farm and had a chance to inspect it, later being a lunch- 
eon guest at the home of August Busch, who has the 
adjoining land, once a part of the original farm of Gen- 
eral Grant, and who offered to donate the Grant cabin, 
now owned by him, if the park is located there. The 
farm is twelve miles west of St. Louis, and when Grant 
owned it it comprised about 1,000 acres. At one time when 
the brokerage firm of Grant and Ward was facing finan- 
cial difficulties Commodore Vanderbilt loaned the General 
$15 and the farm was offered as security. Later 
it was purchased by another man, and soon an invest- 
ment company of Denver got it and started to cut it 
into small farms, but the company met difficulties, and 
the property came into the hands of. the present owners. 
Capt. L. M. Conn owns all of the 400 acres, except fif- 
teen acres surrounding “White Haven,” the Dent home, 
owned by Albert Wenzlick. It is well adapted to the 
purposes of a national park to commemorate the mem- 








ory of the former president and Civil War general, and 
could be converted into a park at comparatively small 
expense. It is believed that the Dent Farm of 400 acres 
could be bought by the Government for about $100,000, 
and that not more than $200,000 more would be needed 
to make all of the improvements that would be required, 
so that the total outlay would not exceed $300,

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Law-makers should not be law-breakers, says an old 
proverb, and yet judges and magistrates the country 
over persist in violating in spirit the laws of the U.S. 
Army by “sentencing” men to serve a “term” in the 
Army in spite of the regulations and common sense. 
“Can nothing be done,” asks a correspondent of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, “to educate the ignorant 
judges who persist .in regarding the Army as a reforma- 
tory?” And then the correspondent quotes this latest 
illustration of Dogberry’s dictum that “the law is an 
ass.” In the district court in Marshalltown, Iowa, on 
Oct. 19, Judge B. F. Cummings offered the alternative 
of enlistment in the Regular Army for three years or 
service for the state in the reformatory at Anamosa 
for a term not to exceed seven years to a man named 
W. M. Gifford, who was charged with obtaining property 
by false pretences. And the newspaper printing the 
account of the case announces “in the event Gifford 
cannot pass the physical examination for the Army he 
will have to go to Anamosa. ‘The court told Gifford 
he thought he needed disciplining and that he would 
get the proper variety with Uncle Sam.” Such men are 
neither wanted in the Army nor permitted to enlist in 
it. And every judge in the land ought to know this. 


It has been finally decided not to hold sessions of the 
Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth’ and Fort Riley 
this year. It is not probable that the regular course will 
be pursued at the School of Musketry, which opened on 
Oct. 16, but most of the time at this school will be given 
to instruction in the use of machine guns and experi- 
ments with this arm. The class which has been detailed 
to attend the War College will take up its work on Oct. 
27, instead of Oct. 16, as originally planned. Five In- 
fantry officers, five of the Cavalry, two Field Artillery, 
three Coast Artillery, two Engineers and one quarter- 
master have been detailed to attend the War Colege. They 
include Col. S. E. Allen, C.A.C.; Major E. T. Collins, 
Inf.; Lieut. Col. H. Deakyne, C.E.; Col. S. H. Elliott, 
Cav.; Major I. Erwin, 3d Inf.; Major J. G. Harbord, 
Cav.; Major E. L. King, Cav.; Major J. F. Howell, 
C.A.C.; Lieut. Col. M. J. Lenihan, 2d Inf.; Col. D. EF. 
McCarthy, Q.M.C.; Col. N. F. McClure, Cav.; Col. E. F. 
MeGlachlin, jr., Cav.; Col. F. Sayre, Cav.; Capt. E. D. 
Scott, Field Art.; Major J. A. Woodruff, C.E.; Col. C. C. 
Ballou, 24th Inf.; and Major H. L. Threlkeld, 30th Inf. 
Capt. W. V. Pratt, U.S.N., and Lieut. Col. A. W. Cat- 
lin, U.S.M.C., haye been detailed from the Navy to at- 
tend the college. 














Admiral W. S. Benson, U.S.N., Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions and Acting Secretary of the Navy in the absence 
of Secretary Daniels and Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, 
commented on Oct. 20 on the demand of the National De- 
fense League for the publication of the report of the 
board of Navy officers on the explosion of the submarine 
E-2 while in the New York Navy Yard for tests of an 
Edison storage battery, and is quoted as saying: “To in- 
timate that Secretary Daniels is in a ‘deal’ with Thomas 
A. Edison or any other man for the purpose of securing 
his support for President Wilson is a baseless slander on 
a man who is as honest as honesty itself and as sincere 
and true as a man and public official could be, and who 
has shown great ability in handling naval matters. You 
can be certain Secretary Daniels is striving to find the 
best storage battery for use on submarines. For any 
man or set of men to charge that Secretary Daniels is in 
& deal designed to foist on the Navy submarine storage 
batteries of questionable quality, as this article does, is 
absurd and contemptible.” Admiral Benson added that 
no Edison batteries have been installed in submarines. 
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The European war is beginning to affect the imagina- 
tions of our military writers, as witness this paragraph 
from the U.S. Naval Institute Proceedings: “America 


* * * is now an onlooker in the only real war the 
world has ever had. The other wars have been mere 
skirmishes. In the days of that great genius of war- 
fare, Napoleon, when 100,000 men were engaged on a 
side the battles were called great battles. He won his 
laurels in the first Italian campaign, where at no time 
did he command more than 45,000 men. In the battles 
of Europe during the present war the number of com- 
batants on each side is reckoned in millions.” Yet, some- 
how, we cannot disabuse our mind of the idea that our 
own Gettysburg was a great battle and that Grant’s 
campaigns were not without their lessons to all military 
commanders, even those of the millions of men who are 
facing each other on the Teutonic and Allied lines to- 
day. And we are heartened to keep to this faith by the 
frequency with which foreign military critics and writers 
persist in citing Grant and Gettysburg as models in their 
studies and analyses of the present war. 
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It appears that Brig. Gen. H. G. Gibson, U.S.A., 
retired, is an original member of the Aztec Club only 
in the sense that he is one of the few of the present 
members of the club who saw active service during the 


war with Mexico. He was not one of the founders 
of the club, but joined it at the same time as did Gen- 
erals Hancock, Barry and Professor Kendrick. ‘The 
last original member was Colonel Blanding, of the 
Palmetto Regiment. General Gibson is the oldest 
graduate of the Military Academy in the Army, but 
Capt. Francis T. Bryan, of St. Louis, Mo., preceded. 
General Gibson at the Academy and is the only living 
graduate of the class of 1846, the one preceding that 
of General Gibson. Captain Bryan is ninety-four years 
of age, which makes him five years older than General 
Gibson. General Gibson’s promotion to first lieutenant 
followed four years after the war in Mexico, when he 
was promoted to fill the vacancy occasioned by the 
resignation of the father of the distinguished mining 
engineer, John Hays Hammond. 
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Honorary aids of a governor’s staff have- no authority’ 
to wear the uniform of the Army, according to an opinion: 
of the War Department, received: by Adjutant General 
Gardner W. Pearson, of the Massachusetts National 


Guard. The communication from Washington is. signed. 
by Col. G. W. McIver, Inf., of the Militia Bureau, and.

honorary aids of a governor's staff to wear the uniform 


of the United States: Army, in view of the previsions of* 


Section 125 of the National Defense Act of June 3, 1916, 
it is the opinion of the War Department that such aids 
not being members of the National Guard, and not being 
excepted from the provisions of the statute, have no 
authority. as such aids to wear the uniform of the United 
States Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, or any distinctive 
part of such uniform, or a uniform any part of which is 
similar to a distinctive part of the duly prescribed uni- 
form of the United States Army, Navy, or Marine Corps.”

Representatives of Massachusetts business. men’s mili- 
tary organizations have named a committee to go to 
Washington soon to seek the recognition of the War De- 
partment for a series of “winter Plattsburg camps.”

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STATUS OF MILITIA UNDER DEFENSE ACT. 


Interpretation of the National Defense Act in its effect upon 
the requirements of the Dick Act. 

The meaning of a public statute relating to a vital issue 
should be determined under broad rules of construction and 
not by a strict and literal interpretation. The purpose - of 
Congress to provide for the national defense is controlling. 

When the petitioner had elected not to enlist for a longer 
term and for a broader service, he was, under the terms of 
his original enlistment, still in the Service for Federal pur- 
poses and is not entitled to be discharged upon habeas corpus. 

U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, First Circuit, October 
term. Warren E. Sweitzer, respondent appellant v. 
Alexander M. Emerson, petitioner, appellee, and Alea- 
ander P. Lowell, petitioner appellee. Appeal from the 
District Court of the United States for the District of 
Massachusetts. Before Putnam, Bingham and Aldrich, 
Jd. 

The following order has been entered in both of these 
cases: “The order of the District Court for the discharge 
of the petitioner is vacated, with directions that he -be 
reer to the military custody from. whence he was 
taken. 

“Putnam, J. (dissenting). It seems to me that the 
Act of June 3, 1916, is too positive and precise to be 
modified by construction in the manner attempted by 
the opinion of the court, and I therefore conclude that 
the decrees and orders of the District Court shouldbe 
affirmed, and dissent to that extent from the opinion 
of the court in this case.” 

Following is a synopsis of the opinion of the court. 
The general question is as to the effect of the National 
Defense Act of June 3, 1916, upon the requirements 
of the Dick bill as amended; whether under the opera- 
tive provisions of the Act of 1916 it is left altogether 
at the option or election of members of the Organized 
Militia to sign a new enlistment contract and to take an 
oath to obey the orders of the President and the Governor 
or not, “and in the event of an election not to sign a 
new enlistment contract and take the oath; whether it 
results from such election that the Militiaman, in respect 
to the unexpired term of his original enlistment, is 
mustered out and relieved altogether from obligation to 
respond to the Federal emergency call of the President 
for military aid.” 

It is held that a strict and literal construction of the 
law might justify the decision of the District Court, 
but “a public statute of this character, which relates to 
the vital question whether the military power of the 
Government shall be potential and effective in the hands 
of the constitutional authorities, or is to be contingent 
upon the option of constituent members of the lawful 
military organizations, is one ‘to be determined under 
broad rules of liberal construction.” 

The purpose of Congress to promote the efficiency of 
the Militia, and under the National-Defense Act to make 
further and more effectual provision for the national de- 
fense, is to be considered, and this is controlling. 

“An interpretation of the National Defense Act of 
June 3, 1916, which would strike down all pre-existing 
laws as to military obligations under pre-existing ccn- 
tracts for national defense through Militia service, would 
be contrary to the usual course of legislation designed to 
strengthen the Army, and would be so plainly contrary 
to the necessary idea of government defense and protec- 
tion that it would not be adopted unless it was so 
plainly expressed as to make it manifestly appear that 
Congress intended weakness rather than strength. * * * 
Nothing short of clear and apt words would justify such 
an interpretation of a statute, intended to operate for 
greater efficiency, and greater effectiveness, as would 
make it operate, through an overthrow of government 
rights, for less efficiency and less effectiveness. * * 

“Tt would be obviously inconsistent with the scheme 
for national defense and efficiency to hold that the exer- 
cise of the right of election by the Militiaman, against 
the broader field and longer term, should operate to 
absolve him altogether from prior obligations entered 
into according to then existing laws. * * * 

“Thus it would result that it would be at the option 
of the Organized Militiamen, and the National Guard 
of the several states, in respect to their prior engage- 
ments, to respond to the President’s call or not. * * * 


“Under such a view, a very substantial and essential - 


part of the Federal Government’s military power would 
be bound only by a rope of sand. * * 

“Unless existing obligations were dissolved by the Act 
of Congress of 1916, the petitioner was bound under his 
engagement of service to respond to the call of the 
President and render service when needed to suppress 
insurrections within the national domain, or to repel 
invasions. * * 

“It is quite true that Section 70 declares, as to mem- 
bers of the National Guard of the several states, whose 
enlistment and oath do not contain the broader obliga- 
tion, that they shall not be recognized as members of 
the National Guard until they have assumed the broader 
obligation by signing the enlistment contract and taking 
the oath prescribed; but we look upon this as merely 
declaratory of the fact that they shall not be recognized 
and classed in the National Guard, distinctively desig- 
nated as such, and we do not view such declaration as 
at all inconsistent with the idea that they shall remain 
in the: class of service into which they had in fact 
previously entered. * * #* 

“Viewed in the light of the manifest purpose of the 
whole scheme of Congress for greater Federal military 
efficiency, saying, if members of the National Guard of 
the several states shall elect otherwise, that they shall 
not be recognized as members of a distinct branch of the 
United States Army, falls far short of saying, or mean- 
ing, that a Militia organization of a state, so far as 
Tederal rights are concerned, may be disbanded under 
the option of its members, and that Federal obligations 
for service may be altogether rescinded at their free 
Willa oot 

“There are no obvious reasons for not merging those 
who voluntarily elect to enter upon the broader ..and 
longer service into units of the National Guard for ser- 
vice both within and beyond the national boundaries; 
and under the same theory, we see no reason why those 
who elect not to enter upon the broader and longer 
service, but must serve the term for which they enlisted, 
may not be lawfully merged into designated military 
units for service in the narrower field contemplated by 
the original enlistment within the boundaries, and for 
the purpose of protecting the national borders from 
invasion and of suppressing insurrection. 

“Great stress is laid upon Section 58, of the Act of 
June 3, 1916, which apparently limits the constituency 
of the National Guard. It is true that Section 58 does 
declare that the National Guard shall consist of the 
regularly enlisted Militia, armed and equipped as pro- 
vided by the Act of June 3. 

“But, we look upon this, however, as intended to 
establish a particular standard in that branch of the 
Service known as the National Guard, and: we think 


the reasonable theory is that this provision has refer- 
ence to an _ intended distinctively classified and 
standardized branch of the Federal Service, and that the 
broader provision of Section 1 of the same act creates 
a larger scope, and has reference to an organization of a 
wider ‘constituency—that of the Army of the United 
States.: * *: * 

“Obviously, the National Guard, as distinctively 
classified and standardized, is intended to be a con- 
stituent part of the broader organization known as the 
Army of the United States, but that being so, by no 
means necessarily carries with it the idea that the 
Organized Militia and National Guard of the several 
states may not be distinctively recognized as military 
forces to be mobilized under constitutional military 
orders, regulations and designations, and, being organ- 
ized into military units for the unexpired term, may 
not be utilized for defending the national bounds and for 
suppressing insurrection within. * - 

“We look upon Sections 58 and 70 as intended to 
classify and standardize a particular branch of the 
national military force, and not as: provisions intended 
to supersede the older system in its entirety, and to 
relinquish altogether the rights of the Federal Govern- 
ment in respect to the obligations of members of the 
organized military forces of the states which may be 
constitutionally used for certain kinds of national de- 
fenne. 28s e's s 

“The Act of 1916, being one for national defense, and 
one for more effectual provisions to that end, and Con- 
gress, upon its passage, being under the weight of well 
known existing conditions of foreign menace, and in the 
presence of a recent invasion by an organized military 
body of armed men from a foreign country, the view 
is an impossible one, that. Congress intended to make it 
optional with the whole, or any substantial part of the 
organized: military force of the states, under obligation 
to aid the Federal Government in repelling invasion and 
suppressing insurrection, to march or not, at will, in 
furtherance of the duty which they had previously 
assumed and for which they had been maintained in 
part by the Government making the emergency call for 
helo 2 2 it 

“Such is the view in substance which we take of the 
statute in question, that it keeps out of the National 
Guard, as distinctively standardized, such members of 
the Militia as do not voluntarily engage for the higher 
obligations, and that it refers to future organizations 
and to greater efficiency and effectiveness, rather than 
to the idea of breaking down existing obligations for 
service; and it is jn this sense that we cannot accept 
Section 61 in respect to the right of states to maintain 
troops in’ time of peace as a mandate imposing itself 
upon organizations, obligations and rights existing at 
the time of the passage of the act in question. It is 
only in the aspect that it has some bearing upon the 
bart ad of construction that we refer to that section 
at all. 

“The argument on the one side that it has reference 
to existing state organizations, and therefore relieves 
from obligation, and puts out of service, all members 
of the Militia and of the National Guard of the states 
not enlisting for the longer term and taking the oath 
to obey the orders of the President, prescribed by Sec- 
tion 70 of the National Defense Act; and the argument 
of the other side, upon constitutional ground, that, if it 
means that, its operation would be destructive of the 
right of the states to maintain troops, raises a question 
not necessarily pertinent to this case, and one which 
we need not consider; because, whatever it means, its 
only weight here is in aid of the interpretation of the 
scope and meaning of the statute in respect to obliga- 
tions of service under prior enlistments, and we give 
it consideration in that respect. 

“Tt is our conclusion that the so-called National De- 
fense Act of 1916 was intended to give greater efficiency 
and effectiveness to the Federal military force, through 
classification and standardization under military regula- 
tions and orders based upon existing rights and obliga- 
tions; rather than one intended to operate to the end 
that members of the Organized Militia, and of the 
National Guard of the states, who do not see fit to 
voluntarily enlist for a longer term and assume the 
broader obligations which might require them to go 
beyond the national bounds, should be absolved from 
the duty of responding to the emergency call of the Presi- 
dent and the mobilization orders’ of the Governor in dis- 
charge of the obligations into which they had entered, 
and from the narrower service which they had already 
assumed under existing laws—that of serving a specified 
term within the national domain under the lawful orders 
of the President. 

“Tt results, therefore, that when the petitioner had 
elected not to enlist for the longer term and for the 
broader service, though not recognized as distinctively 
a member of the National Guard, that he was still in 
the Service for the Federal purposes contemplated at the 
time he enlisted in the Massachusetts Militia and took 
the oath to obey all laws and regulations for the govern- 
ment of the Volunteer Militia of the commonwealth, to 
obey the orders of all officers, and support the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

“The petitioner, being in service for such Federal 
purposes, he was not entitled to be discharged upon 
habeas corpus.” s 





GERMAN ARMY AEROPLANES. 


From German army flying machines captured by the 
french up to March of the present year a writer in 
the French technical journal L’Aérophile has been able 
to describe the types used by the Germans and to show 
the tendencies of their designers. He points out that 
German aeroplanes have since the war began tended 
more and more towards uniformity. 

The giant machines so often referred to in newspaper 
despatches from Europe are seldom seen along the 
western front. In addition to the Taube, that was 
the characteristic German aeroplane at the outbreak 
of the war, there are now in use the types called Aviatik, 
Albatross and the Fokker, all of which are said to be 
little more than copies of French machines either as a 
whole or in part. The tractor is the present typical 
German aeroplane type. There is a tendency to decrease 
the length of the fuselage, and it is considered worthy 
of note that the Germans have been able to use such 
short bodies with success. ‘The decrease in length may 
be shown through the fact that the average length of 
the machines was thirty feet in 1914 and _ it is twenty- 
six feet now. Ailerons are used on all types and are 
sometimes of very peculiar design. 

The inter-plane bracing has been much reduced in 
recent. models. On most of the machines in use at 
present there are eight metallic struts, connected by a 
simple rectangular system of wiring, in place of the 
complicated cantilever truss for which German construc- 
tion. used-to be noted. The connection from the fuselage 


to the upper wing is made through a pair of supports in 
the shape of an inverted V. These offer no more resist- 
ance than the old system of four short vertical struts, 
and are much stronger. The wings are now covered 
with a yellowish cloth, and doped with a transparent 
varnish of a bluish tint, which makes the wing more 
difficult to pick out against a blue sky.. 

Before the war the landing gear favored by the Ger- 
mans was that of the Etrich Taube, a form not unlike 
Bleriot’s. This has been abandoned in favor of the simple 
V chassis constructed largely of metal. Rubber shock 
absorbers are used, and the ‘track is large (from six 
to eight feet). All the German biplanes use 6-cylinder 
fixed motors, mounted with the cylinder heads protrud- 
ing up out of the fuselage. 

All the machines the writer discusses have two seats 
in tandem, but there is no agreement as to whether the 
passenger should sit in front of or behind the pilot. 
The controls are of the usual type, with wheel and 
foot-bar. Dual control is not employed, German mili- 
tary experience apparently showing this to be an un- 
necessary complication. 





FEDERAL OBLIGATIONS OF GUARDSMEN. 


Circular No. 7, N.G. of Florida, dated Tallahassee, 
Oct. 12, 1916, and signed by Brig. Gen. J. Clifford R. 
Foster, The A.G., Chief of Staff, sets forth a difference 
of opinion which has arisen between the state of Florida 
and the War Department. “On July 16, 1916, a tele- 
gram was received by the Governor from the Acting Sec- 
retary of War advising that the enlistment contracts and 
oaths required under state law were deemed ‘insufii- 
cient’ within the meaning of Secs. 70 and 73, and that it 
would be necessary for the enlisted personnel of the Or- 


ganized Militia of this state to subscribe to a new form 
of oath identical with that prescribed under Sec. 70 of the 
National Defense Act.” 

_ The Adjutant General of Florida asked for a recon- 
sideration of this opinion and set forth at length his 
reasons for questioning it, saying: “In view of the ques- 
tion arising, however, as to whether or not the organiza- 
tions of our National Guard not now in the service of the 
United States are entitled to recognition at this date and 
to participation in Federal appropriations, the Governor 
directs me to confirm by this letter the statement made in 
telegram of yesterday to the effect that by reason of the 
wording of the enlistment contract and oath, which has 
already been subscribed to by the enlisted personnel of 
the National Guard of Florida, it would seem that all of 
our organizations are entitled to recognition as members 
of the National Guard under the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Act without taking further oath.” 

In reply the Judge Advocate General of the Army, to 
whom the matter had been referred, says: 


As I said in my former opinion: “To determine the question 
submitted, it is only necessary to compare the obligation pre- 
scribed by the local law with the obligation required by the 
National Defense Act and thus ascertain whether the former 
complies with the Federal requirement. In doing so it is neces- 
sary to have in mind the rule that obligations prescribed by 
statute must be observed without material departure. While 
the authorities are not united in requiring exact literal ad- 
herence, none approves of less than a strict substantial com- 
pliance. That rule certainly ought not to be loosely applied 
in a case of this kind where the oath is a pivotal fact which 
changes the status from that of civilian to .that of soldier in 
— of many civil rights. Cf. In re Grimly, 137, U.S. 

Comparing the local obligation with the prescribed Federal 
obligation, it will be seen that the first Federal requirement to 
defend the Constitution of the United States is fully met. It 
will be observed that the second Federal requirement, to “obey 
the orders of the President of the United States,’ is unqualified, 
except, of course, by the necessary and inherent legal limitation 
that the orders be lawful; the corresponding clause in the local. 
obligation, however, is, to “obey the lawful orders of the Presi- 
dent” * * * “qecording to the articles and regulations pro- 
vided for the government of the armies of the United States and 
of the National Guard of Florida.” 

This modifying clause expresses a qualification not only of 
form, but of substance. The obedience is to be in accordance 
with a particular code of law, not in accordance with ‘all law 
as it may exist throughout the enlistment. Indeed, I have’ con- 
siderable difficulty in assigning satisfactory limits to the qualifi- 
cation, due to the fact that the articles and regulations re- 
ferred to have, and had at the time the obligation was entered 
into, but a limited application to the National Guard. 

In any event the obedience is not according to all law. It 
does not, for example, include obedience to the call of the 
President under Secs. 4 and 7 of the Dick Bill (32 Stat. 775, 
as amended in 85 Stat. 339 and 386 Stat. 329); nor does it 
include obedience according to other Federal jaw that Congress 
may see fit to enact during the period of the enlistment, and 
not falling within the rules and articles of war. That there 
is, and may be, law outside of the articles and regulations pro- 
vided for the government of the Army, to and in accordance 
with which, the enlisted militiamen should yield : obedience, is 
easily contemplated, and, clearly, was contemplated by Con- 
gress itself, because it is to be observed that the obligation’ of 
the future enlistment contract is to ‘‘obéy the orders of the 
President of the United States, and of the governor of the 
WE TE weosuscwenads , and of the officers appointed over me, 
according to law and the rules and articles of war.” And, 
obviously, this conclusion is not affected by any doubt that may 
exist as to whether the concluding words, “according to law 
and rules and articles of war,’’ have reference only to the 
word “officers” immediately preceding or to the “President of 
the United States,” as well, the important point being that 
there is law outside the articles under which obedience to the 
President should be rendered. 

But there is an entire paragraph contained in the Florida 
obligation which the Adjutant General, presumably deeming 
it unimportant, does not quote or notice, but which I cannot 
dismiss as unworthy of consideration, inasmuch as it is a 
part of the Florida obligation. That paragraph is as follows: 
“And I consent to be mustered into the service of the United 
States whenever during the time of my enlistment the United 
States is invaded, or in danger of invasion from any foreign 
nation, or rebellion against the authority of the Government 
of the United States, or the President is unable with the forces 
at his command to execute the laws of the Union in any part 
thereof and the organization of which I am a member is called 
into the service of the United States.’ To my mind that para- 
graph furnishes additional evidence that the obligation is not 
to obey all lawful orders of the United States, for this consent 
is less broad thah the obligations imposed, for instance, by 
the Dick Act, and the authority which the President has there- 
under. To illustrate: Under the local ‘law the consent to be 
mustered into the service whenever the President is unable 
with the other forces at his command to execute the laws of the 
Union is limited to the execution of the laws of the’ Union 
“in any part thereof,” which latter phrase is, in terms at least, 
an addition to what the Constitution and the militia law re- 
quire, and may, indeed, be a modification of that requirement. 
It might well be held as imposing a limitation upon the use 
of the militiaman in the execution of the laws of the Union 
in our possessions which are of, but not in, the Union. But, 
and of more significance still, the consent to be mustered in is 
limited by the express condition that the muster-in of the in- 
dividual takes place only when the organization to which the 
individual belongs is called into the service of the United 
States; whereas the militia law does not limit the President’s 
call to organization, for he may “‘call forth such part of the 
militia * * as he may deem necessary.” 

If it should be said that the law itself imposes obligations 
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which take care of these deficiencies, a sufficient response is 
found in the fact that the National Defense Act does not re- 
quire an obligation imposed by law, but an obligation entered 
into voluntarily by the individual himself. And if it should 
be said—as I think it reasonably cannot be said—that the 
question is involved in doubt, still a matter of Federal mili- 
tary obligation whereby national safety is secured upon the one 
hand and the civil liberty of the individual is yielded upon 
the other, cannot be left to doubt, and a new and unquestion- 
able obligation should be required. 

For these reasons I must adhere to my former opinion, and 
must recommend that the Department likewise adhere to its 


former decision.

WILSON’S .LIFE OF JOHN A. RAWLINS. 


During the Civil War it was not uncommonly said, in 
referring to headquarters, that the Adjutant General or 
the Chief of Staff “runs the old man.” In his “Life of 
John A. Rawlins, Lawyer, Assistant Adjutant General. 
Chief of Staff, Major General of Volunteers, and Secre- 
tary of War,” Major Gen. James Harrison Wilson, U.S. 
A., has developed this theory beyond its reasonable ap- 
plication in Grant’s case. General Wilson seeks’ to demon- 
strate that so long as Rawlins was with General Grant 
he “was a vital and essential factor of the dual cbar- 


acter that has passed into history under the name of 
Grant. His highest function was in protecting Grant 
from himself as well as from others, in stimulating his 
selise of duty and ambition, and in giving direction and 
purpose to his military training and aptitudes.” “It was 
Rawlins,” we are told, “more than any other man, who 
aroused Grant’s sensibilities and gave his actions that 
prompt, aggressive, and unrelenting character which sv 
distinguished them. In fact, it has been frequently and 
truthfully said that the two together constituted a _mili- 
tary character of great simplicity, force, and singleness 
of purpose, which has passed into history under the 
name of Grant.” 

Rawlins is described as “all things considered, the most 
remarkable man I (Wilson) met during the Civil War 
with a special and peculiar field in many respects unlike 
that of any other man recorded in history.” He needed 
nothing except technical training to become not only a 
model Chief of Staff, but a model corps or army com- 
mander. Untrained himself in the art of war he ap- 
preciated the importance of technical education, and no 
man was a greater stickler for the promotion of only 
such men as had shown themselves by actual service to be 
worthy. Aside from Rawlins and a few others Grant 
had a poorly constituted staff and it presented some 
extraordinary specimens of the homo Americanus. The 
war, we are told, was fought through to the end without. 
the assistance of anything corresponding to a General 
Staff. The staff organization of Lee was more defec- 
tive even than that of Grant, being composed to an even 
greater extent of ignorant civilians. “It is believed by 
many,” we are told, “that if Grant had organized his 
forces more simply and compactly, and had had a com- 
petent General Staff for the management of details, he 
could have ended the war within six month instead of 
taking nearly.a year for it as he did.” 

General Wilson tells us Rawlins had a paramount in- 
fluence with General Grant and never failed to carry his 
point with him when he was in thorough earnest. The 
facts stated in this volume do not altogether prove this 
theory. In Grant’s campaign against Richmond, Rawlins 
was overruled by Colonel Comstock in the matter of 
hurling the Army head-on against the enemy’s entrench- 
ments, on the way to Spottsylvania Court House and 
beyond; a method of attack which Rawlins opposed 
with his accustomed persistency. And again, Rawlins 
and Dana are reported as criticising and disapproving 
the influence which had come to be paramount at head- 
quarters and declaring that their own influence was on 
the wane. 

General Grant had a habit, not common among the 
general officers of the Army, of preparing his own re- 
ports and sending them to headquarters in his handwrit- 
ing. Even where the operations were so large that this 
was not altogether feasible Grant prepared the outlines 
of his report himself, leaving the details to be “wrought 
out, tested and arranged in their proper places by Raw- 
lins and his assistant.”’ Though he was more disposed 
than most soldiers of his high rank to listen to sugges- 
tion and invite discussion, no man was more independent 
in his judgments, as shown in his action during the Vicks- 
burg campaign against the strenuous advice of General 
Sherman, and on other occasions. 

The suggestions of General Rawlins to his chief were 
usually sound and sensible and showed an appreciation of 
the factors essential to success in war remarkable in a 
man who had had no military training and no experience 
in the command of troops, but the essential importance 
of Rawlins as a factor in the success of General Grant. 
was, as General Wilson shows, due to his absolute honesty, 
his fidelity to his superior, his fearlessness in expressing 
his opinions and the patriotic fervor which prompted all 
his actions, wholly irrespective of any taint of. ambition 
or self-seeking. He knew Grant’s principal weaknesses 
and was on guard against them, often indulging in lib- 
erties of expression concerning them that would be abso- 
lutely impossible to a trained Chief of Staff. How long 
would a Chief of Staff in an European army retain his 
place if he should direct against his chief a flood of vio- 
lent language accompanied by vigorous profanity? Raw- 
lins’s attention having been directed by General Wilson 
to the importance of making an immediate apology on 
one such occasion, “without a moment’s hesitation he 
acknowledged his fault, and returning ot once to the 
General’s room, said with a full and sonorous voice: 

“ ‘General, I owe you an humble apology for my ex- 
hibition of temper and for the rude and profane language 
I have just used in your presence. I sincerely beg your 
pardon, and hope you will grant it. I thought I had 
mastered both my tongue and my temper, for when 1 
made the acquaintance of the ladies here, I resolved to 
quit cursing and flattered myself that I had succeeded.’ 

“But by force of habit he unconsciously closed even 
this manly declaration with the unconscious utterance of 
a few emphatic words, which brought a smile of fergive- 
ness to Grant’s face, with the remark: 

“‘*Of course you were not cursing, Rawlins, but like 
Wilson’s friend merely expressing your intense vehemence 
on the subject matter. Don’t think of it again.’” 

His biographer believes that Rawlins’s position was, in 
many respects, unlike that of any man recorded in his- 
tory and certainly no Chief of Staff can be imagined of 
like experience. It was creditable to General Grant that, 
however much his amour propre might have been offended 
by Rawlins’s freedom of speech, and violence of manner, 

so thoroughly appreciated the noble characteristics of 
his Chief of Staff that he never took any offense, and 
Rawlins continued with him from his first battle at Bel- 
mont to his last at Appomattox, going with him into his 


Cabinet and serving as Secretary of War. In this last 
office Rawlins’s “courtesy, tact, and equability of temper 
were in notable contrast to the violent and overbearing 
qualities displayed by Stanton, while his industry and 
promptitude of decision left nothing to be desired in an 
administrative officer. It is safe to add that no man ever 
died in the office of the Secretary of War more thor- 
oughly respected or more sincerely regretted by his sub- 
ordinates of every grade.” All agree, says General Wil- 
son, that so long as Rawlins. was the final, if not the 
principal, adviser in all the great emergencies of Grant’s 
life, in‘ all military affairs from first to last, Grant’s 
efforts were crowned with marked success, and neither 
hurtful criticisms nor failures overtook him in the 
field or in the White House till after death had deprived 
him of the counsel and advice of his faithful and fear- 
less friend. 

It is difficult to determine whether this work of Gen- 
eral Wilson is to be considered primarily as a biogra- 
phy, as a condensed account of Grant’s military career, 
or as a work of military criticism, for which no man is 
more competent than its author. Considered in refer- 
ence to any one of these characteristics it is an interest- 
ing and valuable addition to the literature of the Civil 
War. General Wilson served with Rawlins for two years 
on staff duty, and no one was more thoroughly informed 
as to the characteristics and the personal and public his- 
tory of the subject of his biography. He undertook this 
work by special request made by General Rawlins in his 
dying hour, but he does not explain why the fulfillment 
of this sacred mission has been so long delayed. General 
Wilson’s work does equal credit to him and to his sub- 
ject. The Neale Publishing Company, New York, issue 
this interesting volume.

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THE MOUNTED SERVICE SCHOOL. 


The annual report of the Mounted Service School at 
Fort Riley, Kas., for 1916, made by Major C. D. 
Rhodes, Cav., U.S.A., Commandant, has just been issued 
under date of Aug. 10, 1916. Major Rhodes gives lists 
of the names of fifteen Cavalry and Field Artillery 
officers who completed the full course for field offi- 
cers; of seven who graduated from the second year 
course of the school; twenty-six graduates of the first 
year course, together with two officers of the Cuban 
army. In the class of non-commissioned officers nine 
sergeants and one corporal graduated in swordsmanship, 
equitation, hippology, horse training and elementary 


horséshoeing; and fifteen sergeants, corporals and pri- 
vates graduated in the special class of horse training. 
The report points out that in the general course of 
training for officers added importance was given to 
training in the use of the saber and pistol, not merely 
in dismounted work, but in co-operation with the 
mounted officer’s principal auxiliary, the horse. It is 
considered worthy of mention by Major Rhodes that 
“two of the four officers who graduated from the Com- 
pany Officers’ Class with the highest proficiency were 
captains of many years’ service, tending to support 
the previous recommendations of the commandant and 
senior instructor that more captains of mature experi- 
ence and judgment be detailed to take this course, for 
the reason that they absorb‘and retain a larger part 
of the instruction and are better able to apply the 
methods of the school to the training of troops.” Of 
the work of the Company Officers’ Second Year Class 
the senior instructor has stated the graduates of the 
second year class of 1916 “reached a degree of skil! 
in the management of their horses and in bold, cross- 
country riding which would compare favorably with the 
standards of the French cavalry school at Saumur.” It 
is pointed out that the personnel of the Non-commis- 
sioned Officers’ Class should be selected by regimental 
commanders with more care as to their fitness as natural 
horsemen with a natural love for horses. 

In view of the fact that recent Army legislation does 
away with the g:ade of farrier in the mounted Service 
it is assumed that in future soldiers will be detailed 
for the School for Farriers and Horseshoers who are 
either stable sergeants or candidates for that office, the 
report stating that this will undoubtedly result in the 
greater good of the Service. Eighty-three soldiers 
graduated from the farriers’ classes in the past year, 
one of these being from the National Guard. The 
regular horseshoeing classes had to be suspended during 
the year owing to a lack of a sufficient number of public 
horses at Fort Riley, and a recommendation is made 
that sub-schools be organized at Fort Sam Houston and 
Fort Bliss, Texas, until the regular garrison returns 
to Fort Riley. The school is preparing to continue its 
tests of “garrison shoes” for horses with a view to 
submitting a final report to the War Department next 
year. 

Owing to the growth of the school it is recommended 
that a distinctive “school section” be established at Fort 
Riley that will not only include the present school 
buildings, but also others to be added to this section, 
the ones most needed being six flat buildings to accommo- 
date four married officers to a building (these to cost 
$30,000 each); one additional riding hall (to cost 
$75,000) to provide better accommodations for winter 
work of the classes; and an isolation stable to cost 
$10,000. It is also recommended with the increase of 
the mounted Service the First Year Class, M.S.S., 
should be gradually increased to “three officers from 
each regiment of Cavalry in the United States; two 
officers from each regiment of Field Artillery in the 
United States; one officer from each five regiments of 





-Infantry in the United States; one officer from each 


battalion of mounted Engineers in the United States.’ 
It is also recommended that the number of officers 
detailed to the second year class should not be reduced 
below a minimum of ten officers. 





Major Rhodes has also issued a most elaborate, in- 
structive, interesting and handsomely illustrated book 
describing the work of the Mounted Service School for 
1916. This publication has some 200 illustrations, which 
show the school buildings and grounds, the school staff, 
which consists of Major Charles D. Rhodes, com- 
mandant; Capt. Henry R. Richmond, senior instructor 
in equitation; Lieut. Isaac S. Martin, in charge of the 
School for Farriers and Horseshoers; Lieuts. John C. 
Montgomery, Innis P. Swift, Berkeley T. Merchant, 
John T. Kennedy and John A. Crane, instructors in 
equitation; Lieut. Harold M. Raynard, master of the 
sword; Veterinarians Ray J. Stanclift and W. J. Stokes, 
instructors, and non-commissioned officers instructors in 
the School for Farriers and Horseshoers and those who 
were instructors in fencing. Other illustrations include 
the School of the Trooper, mounted, showing the horse- 
men in various exercises and jumps, the use of arms 
dismounted and mounted, demolitions, inspections, horse- 
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shoeing, instruction in judging horses, laboratory, exer- 
cises on varied ground, the school of the remount, ete. 
Major Rhodes in his foreword says: “The present 
Mounted Service School at Fort Riley has, like most 
Service schools, been a matter of slow and gradual 
development. Although a school for the instruction of 
Cavairy and Field Artillery was established at Fort 
Riley by act of Congress dated Jan. 29, 1887, the U.S. 
Cavalry and Field Artillery School was not established 
until 1891; while it was not until the year 1903-04 that 
a systematic and specialized course of instruction was. 
established, such as exists at the Mounted Service School 
to-day. No one except the early ‘fathers’ of the School 
can realize and appreciate the laborious struggles which 
in the first days of its history became necessary to over- 
come strange prejudices existing against it; and the 
many makeshifts required to build-up an efficient per-- 
sonnel as well as a plant capable of doing good work. 
“In a recent official inspection of the Mounted Service 
School the Inspector General of the Army reported as 
follows to the Secretary of War: ‘The present efficiency: 
of the School has been reached progressively and credit 
is due to those who have been associated with its various: 
administrations—commanding officers and _ instructors ;: 
notably to Capt. W. C. Short, 4th Cav., who really: 
started the School of Equitation and Horse Training;. 
collected the first lot of horses and inaugurated the work :: 
to Capt. Guy V. Henry, 9th Cav., senior instructor im 
equitation; to Capt. H. R. Richmond, senior instructor: 
at the present time, and to their assistants—some: 
graduates of Hanover, Germany, some of Saumur,, 
Irance, and others, just as competent, graduates of this: 
school.’ 
_ “The pages are intended to show graphically the prac-- 
tical course of instruction embraced in the curriculum: 
of the School, including equitation, horse training, care 
of horses, swordsmanship, hippology, horseshoeing,. 
forage, harness and transportation, care of equipment: 
and breeding.” 


THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young, U.S.A., retired, has is- 
sued the annual report of the Board of Commissioners 
of the Soldiers’ Home for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1916, which also contains the supplementary reports of 
Col. W. T. Wood. U.S.A. (the secretary-treasurer) ; 
Lieut. Col. A. W. Brewster, Acting Inspector General. 
U.S.A.; and Capt. A. D. Tuttle, Med. Corp, U.S.A. Gen- 
eral Young’s report shows that the daily average num- 
ber of inmates during the year was 1,117, the total 
number on the rolls at the end of the fiscal year being 
1,477, this figure showing a decrease of fifty-six bene- 
ficiaries on the rolls since the last annual report. The 
total number of deaths for the year was 133. The perma- 
nent fund of the Home has increased by $76,708.40 dur- 
ing tLe year, making the balance in the U.S. Treasury 
June 30, 1916, $3,425,491.63. The treasurer of the Home 
reports a balance on hand at the end of the year of 
$35,163.13. As an illustration of the effectiveness of the 
administration of the Home and its subsidiary institu- 
tions, it may be mentioned that the value of the live stock 
owned by the Home has increased in estimated market 
value by $4,495 during the year and that $10,823.64 was 
realized from dairy stock sold. The principal expendi- 
tures on the Home and grounds were $3,655.04 for addi- 
tion to clothing storehouse; and an appropriation of 
$15,200 for improvements to Grant Building, and exten- 
sions of the heating and water systems. General Young 
pays a compliment to Colonel Wood. Col. W. P. Evans, 
U.S.A., retired, Lieut. Col. J. D. Glennan, Med. Corps,, 
U.S.A. (who is temporarily absent with the punitive ex-. 
pedition in Mexico), and Major P. W. West, U.S.A., re-- 
tired, for their “efficient and satisfactory services.” In 
his report of his annual inspection, Colonel Brewster. 
recommends that “necessary steps be taken to secure. 
legislation to extend the right of membership in this home. 
to retired enlisted men in cases where the soldier is no. 
longer able to care for himself.” Including General; 
Young the board of commissioners of the Home on Sept.. 
19, when the report was dated, were: Major Gen. James: 
B. Aleshire, Quartermaster General; Major Gen. Wil-. 
liam C. Gorgas, Surgeon General; Brig. Gen. Henry G.. 
Sharpe, Q.M. Corps; Brig. Gen. Enoch H. Crowder,, 
Judge Advocate General; Brig. Gen. Henry C. McCain, , 
The Adjutant General; Brig. Gen. William M. Black,, 
Chief of Engineers. 
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MILITARY PARK REPORTS. 


The annual report of the Gettysburg National Mili~ 
tary Park Commission for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1916, was issued on Oct. 18 by the officers of the. 
commission, Lieut. Col. John P. Nicholson, Lieut. Col. 
Ik. B. Cope and Major Charles A. Richardson. The one 
new monument added during the year covered by the 
report was that to Major Gen. A. S. Webb, of New 
York, which was dedicated on Oct. 12, 1915. The New 
York Commission has agreed with the National Park 
Commission on the sites for four markers to mark the 
positions of the 70th, 71st, 72d and 74th New York 
Regiments of Infantry of the Excelsior Brigade along 
the west boundary of the Excelsior Field, and were 
emplaced in July, 1915. A commission was appointed 
by the Governor of Maine to take the necessary steps 
looking to the erection of a bronze statue to Bvt. Major 
Gen. Joshua L. Chamberlain on Little Round Top, but 
beyond the visit of the committee to the battlefield no 
information has been received by the Park Commission. 
The following mounted guns have been added to the 
batteries having two guns each: Two 3-inch rifles to 
Cushing’s Battery A, 4th U.S. Artillery; two 3-inch 
rifles to Arnold’s Battery, R.I. Artillery; two Napoleons 
to Randol’s Batteries FE and G, 1st U.S. Artillery. Two 
additional limbers were furnished by Major Calvin 
Gilbert and mounted with those of Cushing’s U.S. 
battery, and an additional caisson was furnished and 
mounted for the same battery. On June 12 the New 
York Monuments Commission visited Gettysburg to 
locate positions for the statues of Generals Robinson 
and Doubleday, the site for General Robinson’s statue 
being in the center of the loop at the west end of Robin- 
son avenue, and that for General Doubleday on the east 
side of Reynolds avenue near the right flank marker 
of the 142d Pennsylvania. 

The report of the Chickamauga and Chattanooga 
National Military Park Commission for 1916 was issued 
on the same date. It notes that in the months of May 
and June, 1916, the Southern military training camp 
was held in Chickamauga Park under the command of 
Tient. Col. Daniel W. Ketcham, C.A.C., U.S.A... with 
465 students receiving instruction. The foundation for 
the Ohio monument to be erected. in the Craven Reserva- 
tion, on. the eastern slope of Lookout Mountain, was 
completed at a cost of The report, which is 
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signed by C. H. Grosvenor, chairman of the commission, 
calls attention again to the need of repair of the build- 
ings in the park, most of these being shacks taken over 
when the park was purchased and retained because of 
some historical interest or found to be necessary as 
homes for regular employees. : 

William T. Rigby, chairman of the Vicksburg National 
Military Park Commission, issues the annual report for 
1916, which shows that the commission contracted for 
two bronze portrait statues with granite pedestals 
(Union) during the year, also two bronze portrait busts 
(Confederate), eight bronze portrait tablets (seven 
Union, one Confederate) and one portrait tablet pedestal 
(Union). The Missouri Commission contracted for 
sixteen monument markers and thirty-four markers 
during the year. Chief among the estimates for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1918, is $50,000 as the first 
instalment for the construction of a Confederate naval 
monument to cost $150,000. 

The annual report of the Shiloh National Military 
Park Commission for 1916 recommends that provision 
be made for the purchase of privately owned lands 
within the boundaries of the park as can be obtained 
by agreement with the owners for the improvement of 
the orderliness, sanitation and general beauty of the 
park. It is also urged that a hotel be erected in the park 
for the accommodation of visitors. The Confederate 
monument approved by the Department will be com- 
pleted, it was expected, in time to be dedicated late in 
this month. It is also expected that Michigan will erect 
a monument that will be dedicated early next spring. 
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SOCIETY ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 


At the meeting of the Society of the Army of the Po- 
tomae held in Burlington, Vt., July 13-14, 1916, it was 
unanimously voted to make eligible to membership all 
descendants, both sons and daughters, of soldiers who 
served in the Army of the Potomac, as well as the near- 
est of kin to comrades having no children. 


The remaining years for the veteran are but few, 
and if our noble organization is to be kept alive it must 
be through our descendants, and in order to accomplish 
this purpose it is earnestly desired that every member 
of the society shall use his influence to have those eligible 
send in their applications at once. The necessary blanks 
can be procured of Mr. Charles A. Shaw, treasurer, Box 
704, Mount Kisco, N.Y., and the cost of membership is 
$3.00 (one dollar initiation fee and two dollars annual 
dues). 

The enthusiasm shown by the comrades at the last 
meeting was most gratifying, resulting in some twenty- 
five of the younger generation joining the society, and we 
hope the good work will continue. Let the clarion note 
“Do it now” be heard and responded to heartily, thereby 
perpetuating the Society of the Army of the Potomac 
and all that it represents.

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EPISCOPAL PRAYER FOR THE SERVICES. 


When the matter of inserting prayers for the U.S. 
Army and Navy in the revised Book of Common Prayer 
came before the House of Deputies of the General Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in St. Louis, 
Mo., on Oct. 19, the Rev. Dr. John Howard Melish, of 
Brooklyn, N.Y., made a strong protest from the pacifist 
viewpoint against the prayers. The newspapers described 
Dr. Melish as a “Christian Socialist.” The new prayer 
for the Army asks the God of Hosts to stretch forth 
His almighty arm “to strengthen and protect the soldiers 
of our country; to support them in the day of battle 
and in time of peace to keep them safe from all evil.” 
The final petition is that “they may serve without 


reproach, as having before them the vision of the risen 
Lord.” ‘That for the Navy is the same except for_the 
substitution of the word sailors for soldiers. Both 
prayers were adopted by the convention. : 

“It is not my desire here,” said Dr. Melish, “to 
precipitate a debate on the question of national pre- 
paredness, nor upon the question of pacifist versus 
militarist; but if we adopt these prayers we shall be 
doing an injury to the youth of this nation that is 
irreparable. It is true of a nation, as it is true of an 
individual, that whatsoever a man thinketh in his heart, 
so is he. If we put a prayer like this before the youth 
of our nation and offer the petitions which this prayer 
makes, we are bringing upon this nation in the years 
ahead a similar catastrophe and calamity to that which 
is overwhelming the nations beyond the Atlantic at this 
moment. 

“I wish to oppose these prayers on the ground that, 
first of all, they have no vision. I submit to you that 
the committee on the revision and the enrichment of the 
Prayer Book labored to give us a prayer for peace and 
brought forth a prayer for the Army and Navy. There 
is a vision which is held by many men whom I have 
tried to understand and labored during all my ministry 
to get in touch with—the workers. My second point is 
that the prayer is without sense. It asks for things 
which cannot possibly be granted. It is impossible for 
soldiers to serve without reproach. We are asking God 
to grant something that is entirely without meaning, 
for war cannot be waged without reproach. | k 

“My third point is that the prayer is without Chris- 
tianity. It prays to the God of Hosts. It calls up the 
view of deity which was held by Joshua, a view which 
was held by wandering tribes when they invaded the 
land of Canaan. That vision, I trust, has faded from 
the minds of Christian peoples. For now we pray to 
the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Prince of 
Peace, not the Lord of armed hosts. We pray to one 
who has made of one blood all nations of men to dwell 
on the face of the whole earth. I believe in praying for 
soldiers and sailors, and may I give you a prayer—just 
a few lines—that will put in the things which I have in 
mind, namely, a vision of the future, when wars shall 
be no more?” : . 

The Socialist rector proposed the following substitute 
for the committee’s prayer for the Army: “O God, Who 
hast taught us to love our enemies and to do good unto 
them that hate us, bless our soldiers and sailors for their 
swift obedience and their willingness to answer the call 
of duty, but inspire them none the less with a hatred of 
war, and may they never for love of private glory or 
advancement provoke its coming. May our young men 
still rejoice to die for their country with the valor of 
their fathers, but teach our age nobler methods of match- 
ing our strength and more effective ways of giving our 
life for the flag.” 

The Rey. Dr. Leighton Parks, rector of St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Church, New York city, said that whatever views 
one might entertain of war the fact remained that young 
men of this country had been turned away from their 








usual paths to devote themselves to the sérvice of the 
country, whether for “watchful waiting’ or for the 
patrolling of the border. “While they sail the seas and 
watch the borders,” he added, “are we not going to pray 
for them? I am opposed to leaving out these prayers 
for the Army and the Navy.” 

George Wharton Pepper, of Philadelphia, said that 
the Army and the Navy did not get the nation into 
trouble, but that they got it out of trouble. He favored 
the adoption of the original prayer. The substitute was 
finally overwhelmed. ; 
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LAKE MOHONK INDIAN CONFERENCE. 


At the annual conference on the Indian and other de- 
pendent peoples, held at Lake Mohonk, N.Y., on Oct. 19 
and 20, the following platform was adopted: 

“During the present year a larger feature of autono- 
mous government has been granted the Filipino people by 
act of Congress, giving greater control over their in- 
ternal affairs. It is self-evident that so long as the 
Philippine Islands remain under the sovereignty of the 
United States, the Government must continue to be re- 
sponsible for efficient and economical administration in 
the islands. It is equally clear that the wise exercise of 
authority must go hand in hand with such responsibility. 
The effect of the rapid withdrawal of American adminis- 
tration in anticipation of, or coincident with, this legis- 
lation will be watched with unusual interest, but not 
without misgiving. We believe that the policy of dis- 
pensing with the services of trained experts and scien- 
tists will have a far-reaching and harmful effect upon the 
sanitary, social and economic life of the islands. We 
therefore urge that these necessary aids to the welfare 
of the people be not abandoned. e recommend an im- 
mediate grant of full American citizenship to the people 
of Porto Rico. 

“We urge the creation of a non-partisan commission, 
permanent in its character, which should make a careful 
examination of the mass of Indian legislation, and from 
it develop an Indian law, general in its provisions, com- 
prehensive in its policy, forward-looking in its purpose. 
Such law should take the place of all existing legislation 
except permanent treaties and thereafter the Administra- 
tion of this law and the application of its principles to 
the varying conditions should be left to the commission, 
to which should be committed entire charge of the Indian 
service.” 

American government in the Philippines was charac- 
terized by Major Gen. Leonard Wood as “one of the 
finest pieces of international uplift work ever attempted” 
in an address delivered at_the conference Oct. 19. He 
said, however, that the Philippine problem would be 
solved only when the people in Philippine homes have 
been through the public schools. “We must not imagine 
for a moment,” he warned, “that we have created a 
homogeneous people or a well balanced, well settled popu- 
lation. But we have done good work over there, and I 
believe the feelings of the real people in the Philippines 
will be found indicative of a deep sense of gratitude.” 
The general topic of discussion was the Philippines, 
and the speaker dwelt upon the various means by which 
the United States can solve the problems presented 
in the islands.

“Problems in Troop Leading,” that comes to us from 
the press of the Army Service Schools, Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kas., is a text-book prepared by the Department 
of Military Art of the schools, which represents much 
study and labor on the part of the instructors who pre- 
pared the text. The necessity for a work of this char- 
acter has been evident for some time, and the Service at 
large as well as tue Army Service Schools are to be con- 
gratulated upon this authoritative and timely addition to 
our military literature.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN BUROPE. 
(Summarized from the reports Oct. 18-25.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


South of the Somme the French have continued their 
effort directed at Peronne, on the front between Biaches 
and La Maisonette. The former is a mile and a quarter 
west of Peronne on the Somme, and the latter a mile 
and a half to the southwest. On the 21st the Germans 
made desperate efforts to recapture some of the lost 
ground in this sector. In the region of Blaise Wood. 
where they used liquid fire, they gained a footing ia 
the French trenches and captured three officers, 172 men 
and five machine guns. Further south the French won 
a brilliant success north of Chaulnes, where they cap- 
tured the woods from the western edge of the town to 
the central cross roads and took 250 prisoners. 

On the 22d the Germans made great efforts to expel 
the French from Chaulnes Woods and delivered two 
great assaults, both of which were defeated by the troops 
of General Fayolle, who remained in possession of the 
entire wood. In one of the attacks a German detach- 
ment fought its way into the position, but was sur- 
rounded and 450 survivors were made prisoners. 

North of the Somme in heavy autumn rain on Oct. 18 
the French under General Foch withstood strong counter- 
attacks against the important new positions at Sailly- 
Saillisel. Prince Rupprecht’s men made a number of 
attacks by both day and night, but all failed in the face 
of the very effective French fire. 

The British advanced their lines slightly at Butte de 
Warlencourt, where the attack has advanced directly 
along the Albert-Bapaume highway. A German attack 
was stopped by the artillery barrage. Throughout the 
morning the British attacked on a wide front all the way 
from Le Sars to Morval, but made no new gains except 
in the center of the line, as noted above, near the Butte 
de Warlencourt. The battle was one of real magnitude 
and in a number of places the Germans held their ground 
only after hot hand-to-hand fighting. The British losses 
were severe. 

On the 19th the Germans recaptured from the British 
trenches west of the road between Eaucourt l’Abbaye 
and Le Barque and skirting the Butte de Warlencourt. 
British detachments were driven back when they 
attempted to advance north of Courcelette and east of 
Le Sars. Several British armored cars (tanks) were 
destroyed by gun fire. A German assault west of 
Schwaben redoubt, north of Thiepval, was checked by 
gun fire. Both Stuff and Schwaben redoubts were heavily 
shelled by the Germans. - 

On the 21st General Haig’s men made another strong 
attack on a three mile front in the direction of Le Sars 
from a point north of Mouquet Farm. Gains of from 
300 to 500 yards were won, including Stuff and Regina 
trenches, and 1,074 prisoners were taken. The German 
infantry, after artillery preparation, made three strong 
assaults at Sailly-Saillisel, but despite desperate efforts 
was unable to pierce the zone covered by the French 
barrage and machine gun fire. On the 22d the French 
in a splendid rush captured all of Ridge 128, west of 
Sailly-Saillisel, and took eighty prisoners. 

On the 23d the British captured 1,000 yards of 
trenches east of Gueudecourt and Les Boeufs. 

At Verdun, after a period when for some weeks there 
had been almost no infantry fighting, the French under 
General Nivelle suddenly launched a great counter- 
attack on Oct. 24. On the east side of the Meuse the 
French troops attacked on a front of over four miles. 
In the center of the attack they penetrated the hostile 
positions to a depth of nearly two miles, thus scoring 
one of the most remarkable successes achieved at any 
time throughout the long operations in this sector. The 
positions taken included Fort Douaumont, the village 
of Douaumont adjoining the fort and La Caillette Wood 
in its entirety. The French troops reached the out- 
skirts of the village of Vaux. The left wing took 
Thiaumont Redoubt and the fortified farm of the same 
name. The quarries of Haudromont were stormed and 
the lines carried forward to the road running through 
Haudromont Wood from Bras to Douaumont. The 
reports of this great advance tell of over 4,500 prisoners 
captured, besides great quantities of military matériel. 

The Germans launched powerful counter-attacks, es- 
pecially toward Haudromont and Thiaumont, where the 
French drive have pierced most deeply. The French 
held all the ground captured and extended their gains 
on the 25th east of Fumin Wood and north of Le Chenois 
toward Fort Vaux. In completing the capture of Fort 
Douaumont the commandant was found among the 
prisoners. 

The reports on the 26th indicate that General Nivelle’s 
victorious troops are within 500 yards of. Fort Vaux. 
Should that position be recaptured the French on the 
east side of the Meuse would to a great extent have 
restored their lines to the situation as it existed on 
Feb. 25 last, just before the great German assault began. 
The Germans are reported to have moved large rein- 
forcements of infantry and artillery from Verdun to 
the Somme. It is evident that the positions must have 
been greatly weakened, for the same lines have previously 
withstood many powerful French attacks. 

On the west side of the Meuse there have been no 
developments, 


THE BALKAN THEATER OF WAR. 


There seems little reason to doubt that Bucharest 
will soon be called upon to defend itself against von 
Falkenhayn’s attack from the north and that of von 
Mackensen from the south. Sarrail’s armies, supposed 
to number 700,000 men, seem as little able to give 
effectual help to Roumania now as when Serbia fought 
and hoped for a diversion a year ago. The Austrians 
have seemed able to keep closed the mountain passes 
south of Kirlibaba and Dorna Watra, where Brussiloff 
has been pounding ineffectually since he crossed Buko- 
wina. The snows are getting deep in the Balkans and 
the Carpathians, while the days in which help for 
Roumania might start are passing swiftly. 

In northern Roumania great efforts have been made 
to prevent the German invasion through the passes. 
The reports for Oct. 20 say German attacks have been 
repulsed at Gasoasa, in Trotus Valley, as well as in 
Uzul Valley. In the Oituz Valley, taking the offensive, 
the Roumanians pressed the invaders back to the 
frontier. In Brau defile an attack was repulsed and 
forty-five German prisoners taken. On the left bank 
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of the Alt five German attacks were repulsed in the 
region of Mount Robul. On the 2ist and 22d fighting 
was still in progress in most of the passes, and at 
Predeal there was a_ bombardment by heavy artillery. 
In the valley of the River Buzeu the Roumanians were 
compelled to retreat to Guasirilui. 

On the 23d the Germans captured 560 Roumanians 
at Predeal Pass. ‘The Roumanians drove back a column 
which was operating in the Trotus Valley, where they 
set fire to the village of Brusturosa, four miles inside 
the Roumanian border. They also prevented other 
columns from debouching from the Uzul into the Oituz 
and Slanic valleys. In the valley of Topolog a German 
force was defeated after advancing from Scara. The 
Roumanians captured 122 prisoners and three machine 
guns. On Oct. 24 the Germans began to break down 
the Roumanian resistance at the southern end of 
Rothenthurm Pass, and on the 26th they captured 
Vulcan Pass. 

In Dobrudja on the 19th von Mackensen began a 

Strong attack and forced the Roumanian left wing back 
slightly toward Lingrd. After suffering very heavy losses 
the Russo-Roumanian forces were compelled to retreat 
along their entire front. Teprai Sari (fourteen miles 
southwest of Constanza) and Cobadin (seventeen miles 
southeast of Rashova, on the Danube), both strong 
supporting positions, were captured, and on the 21st and 
22d von Mackensen’s men were in close pursuit of the 
defeated armies. Up to that time the Bulgarians had 
captured twenty-four officers and over 3,500 men, with 
two cannon and twenty-two machine guns. The Turks 
reported the capture of 1,500 prisoners and seven 
machine guns. 
On Oct. 23, notwithstanding torrential rain, the 
Teutonic troops continued their rapid pursuit and 
crushed such resistance as was offered by isolated units. 
On the right Constanza was captured. West of the city 
von Mackensen’s men were far across the railway, and 
the left wing was approaching Cernavoda, where the 
railroad crosses the Danube. That important bridge- 
head was taken on the 26th, having been evacuated by 
the Roumanians. After the evacuation the bridge was 
blown up by the Roumanians to halt the pursuit. 
Rashova, on the Danube below Cernavoda, was captured, 
as was the town of Medjidie, on the railway about mid- 
way. The Teutonic forces have captured in this advance 
through Dobrudja over 6,693 Roumanian and Russian 
prisoners, with one flag, fifty-two machine guns, twelve 
cannon and one mine thrower. 
_, The reports for Oct. 21 mention the arrival in the 
Cerna River sector of strong German reinforcements, 
and at about the same time the Serbs seemed to pause 
in their progress toward Monastir. However, on the 
24th the Serbs captured 800 yards of trenches, with 
fifty prisoners, in this region. 

On the Doiran front Bulgar attacks to the north of 
Dodzeli_ were repulsed, and on the 24th the T vitish 
captured twenty German prisoners in a trench near 
Machukovo. 

; On the 2ist and 22€ a severe battle was fought by 
Serbs and Bulgars north of Velyeselo village. A machine 
gun and fifty Bulgar soldiers were captured. 

On the Struma front the British captured two Bul- 
garian patrols and continued to bombard Seres, where 
fifty civilians have been killed or wounded. 

In_ Albania the Italians have occupied Lyaskoviki, on 
the Janina-Koritza road, and on the 25th their cavalry 
got in touch with the Franco-Serbian left wing below 
Monastir. The Italian army, whose base is at Avlona, 
is commanded by General Piacentini, and is reported to 
number at least 300,000 men. 


THE EASTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


In Galicia the battle along the Narayuvka River has 
continued, and on Oct. 20 the Teutonic forces stormed 
Russian positions on the west bank of the river near 
Skomorocky and captured fourteen officers, 2,050 men 
and eleven machine guns. ‘The Russians renewed the 
battle on the 22d, but lost nine more officers with 746 
men and seven machine guns. 

In the direction of Tarnopol there have been a number 
of skirmishes, usually favorable to the Russians, but it 
is evident that the weight of the offensive in Galicia is 

In Volhynia Russian counter-attacks against positions 
now chiefly on the German side. 
taken by the Germans north of Sviniusky, on the Stok- 
hod River, were defeated with heavy losses. 

North of Kiselin, in the region between Lutsk and 
Vladimir-Volynsky, a severe battle has been fought, 
without any resulting change of positions. The Germans 
attacked, but failed to gain north of Kuropatnika. 

In the Carpathians Austrian troops captured the 
summit of Mount Rusului. The whole mountain region 
is now covered with snow. South of Dorna Watra the 
Austrians have been pressing the attack. 

Russian troops took some prisoners and four machine 
guns in a fight north of Lamuntelu Mountain, and: on 
the 26th repulsed an Austrian attack on the height 


_northwest of Capul Mountain. 


THE SOUTHERN THEATER OF WAR. 


In the Trentino, Italian Alpine troops captured at 
the point of the bayonet a position in the Boite Valley, 
in the Dolomite region. They captured one officer and 
thirty-one men in an advance im the Roite region, but 
suffered a repulse in several efforts to extend their 
advantage in this sector. In the Brand Valley the 
Austrians routed a detachment advancing against an 
entrenched position and captured two Italian officers, 
159 men and ten mine throwers. 

Intense artillery éngagements were reported on Oct. 
24 on the Asiago Plateau, in the Felizon and Boite 
valleys and at the head of Vanoi Cismon. 

On the Carso on the 25th the Italians in surprise 
attacks gained some minor successes, but there have 
— no serious efforts to drive the lines further toward 
Trieste. 
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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

In reply to the Secretary of the Navy, the Comptroller 
decides that enlisted recruiters of the Marine Corps 
while absent from their stations on itinerary recruiting 
duty for not more than seven days are entitled to an

ASSOCIATION OF GRADUATES, U.S.M.A. 

The Association of the Graduates of the U.S. Military 
Academy has just issued its report of the annual reunion 
held at West Point June 12, 1916, at which 160 mem- 
bers were present. The annual meeting was held in 
the Cullum Memorial Hall, Brig. Gen. James M. Whitte- 
more, class of 1860, president of the association, in the 
chair. After the regular business routine was finished 
Col. G. J. Fiebeger, for the executive committee, nomi- 
nated Col. W. R. Livermore, ’65, for president for the 
ensuing year and he was unanimously elected, being 
escorted to the chair by Generals Gibson, °47, and 
Roberts, 57. The following executive committee was 
appointed by the president: Col. C. P. Townsley, Col. 
W. B. Gordon, Col. G. J. Fiebeger, Lieut. Col. C. De 
W. Willeox and Lieut. Col. Morton F. Smith. As 
Colonel Townsley was relieved from duty at the Academy 
on July 1 he was succeeded by Col. John Biddle, C.E., 
who is the senior member of the committee. Colonel 
Smith died after the meeting and his successor has not 
been appointed. Col. C. P. Echols was appointed 
treasurer and Lieut. Charles Braden secretary. 

Brief accounts are given of meetings and dinners held 
by graduates at New York, Chicago, Boston and San 
Francisco on March 18, 1916, the numbers attending 
these functions ranging from eight at Boston to 225 at 
New York. The frontispiece of the report is a photo- 
graph of the graduates at the reunion taken in front 
ef the Memorial Building. To enable those to identify 
the originals in the picture a clever and original device 
has been used of inserting a sheet of transparent paper 
over the photograph with key numbers stamped over the 
faces of the different graduates. Through an in- 
advertence the names of Nos. 34 and 55 are missing 
in the key list. The men behind these numbers are 
Payne, °65, and Bishop, ’73. The remainder of the 
report, 118 pages, is devoted to the obituaries of 
graduates of the Military Academy who have died since 
1914, this section containing many excellent photographs 
ef the subjects of these memorials. Colonel Willcox, 
85, called attention to the plan of providing for a set 
of chimes for the chapel, that would be loud enough to 
be heard all over the post, that is to cost about $15,000. 
A member of the class of '85, Mr. F. H. Peterson, of 
Seattle, Wash., has contributed $1,000 to this fund. The 
report was prepared by Lieutenant Braden, secretary 
of the association. 


PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 

Brig. Gen. Carroll A. Devol, Q.M. Corps, will be 
retired on his own application Oct. 31, 1916, with the 
rank of major general under the provisions of the act 
ef Congress approved March 4, 1915. General Devol 
is known as an able officer and made a fine record as 
chief Q.M. on the Panama Canal Zone. He was born 
in Ohio April 17, 1859, and entered the Army from civil 
life as second lieutenant, 25th U.S. Infantry, Sept. 1, 
1879. He was appointed captain and A.Q.M. Aug. 21, 





1896, and during the war with Spain served as a major 


and also as lieutenant colonel in the Q.M.D. of Volun- 
teers. He reached the grade of major and Q.M. in the 
Army May 5, 1902; lieutenant colonel and D.Q.M.G., 


Oct. 31, 1909; was promoted colonel Sept. 22, 1911, and 
was appointed brigadier general, Q.MLC., Feb. 16, 19138. 
He has been a member of the General Staff, and his 
last assignment to duty was at Culebra, Canal Zone. 
General Devol was recommended for brevet lieutenant 
colonel for distinguished gallantry in action at Manila, 
P.1I., Feb. 5 and 22, 1899, while serving as major and 
quartermaster, U.S. Volunteers. He took part in the 
following battles in the Philippines: Manila, P.I., Feb. 
4-5, 1899; Caloocan, P.I., Feb. 10, 1899; Binondo, P.I., 
Feb. 22, 1899; advance up Pasig River, March 10-17, 
1899. General Devol was on duty at Columbus Bar- 
racks, Ohio, from October, 1879, to January, 1880; with 
regiment in Texas to May, 1880. Subsequent duty was 
in Minnesota, Montana, Wyoming, New York city, San 
Francisco, Philippine Islands and New York city to 
October, 1901; at Schuylkill Arsenal, Pa., to March, 
1902: at San Francisco, Cal., as superintendent trans- 
port service, to Oct. 3, 1906; member General Staff 
Corps, Aug. 16, 1906; with first detachment General 
Staff in Washington, D.C., to June 16, 1908; on duty 
as chief quartermaster, Isthmian Canal Commission, in 
Panama, to February, 1913; duty in office Chief Q.M., 
Washington, to date. 

Col. Charles W. Taylor, 8th U.S. Cav., was retired 
from active service Oct. 24, 1916, for disability incident 
to the Service. He has a fine record as an efficient 
officer, and is among the few oflicers on the active list 
who engaged in Indian fights when the campaigning was 
hard. Colonel Taylor was born in Ballston, N.Y., May 


27, 1856, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of . 


1879, when he was promoted second lieutenant, 9th 
Cavalry. He remained with the 9th until promoted 
major, 13th Cavalry, Feb. 22, 1902. He was promoted 
lieutenant colonel, 4th Cavalry, May 6, 1908, and was 
detailed to the Adjutant General's Department Nov. 15, 
1908. Colonel Taylor was awarded the brevet of first 
lieutenant Feb. 27, 1890, for gallant conduct in action 
against Indians in the San Andreas Mountains, N.M., 
April 7, 1880. During his early service Colonel Taylor 
had considerable experience against hostile Indians, and 
was in the field in New Mexico and on duty at various 
posts there from September, 1879, and Indian Territory 
and Oklahoma to November, 1884. During. the above 
time he was in command of a company of Indian scouts, 
who rendered faithful service despite predictions to the 
contrary. He was engaged against Apaches Aug. 25, 
1881, besides doing considerable scouting. Subsequent 
service included duty at posts in Kansas, Wyoming, 
Nebraska and South Dakota. His last service against 
the Indians was in the battle of Wounded Knee, in South 
Dakota. During the Spanish-American War he partici- 
pated in the battles of La Quisama and San Juan before 
Santiago de Cuba. He was treasurer of the Soldiers’ 
Home, Washington, D.C., and has served in the Philip- 
pines and in Texas, which was his last post of duty. 
As an illustration of his vigorous and courageous action 
in an emergency it is told that when was serviny with 
the 9th Cavalry in Kansas he went into a saloon to quell 
a disturbance between two well known gamblers and they 
both attacked him. Colonel Taylor, who was then a 
lieutenant, quick as a flash, seized them by the neck, 
one in each hand, and, after knocking their heads 
together, threw them bodily out into the street. The 
merchants of the place, delighted over the gamblers’ 
diseomfiture, presented to Lieutenant Taylor a revolver 
handsomely mounted with silver. Colonel Taylor reached 
the grade of colonel Feb. 29, 1912, and has a son in 
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the Army, Ist Lieut. Herbert E. Taylor, in the 6th U.S. 
Cavalry, serving down in Texas. 

Capt. William B. Baker, 25th Inf., U.S.A., who was 
retired from actual service Oct. 19, 1916, on account of 
disability incident thereto, is the holder of a certificate 
of merit for gallant conduct in battle. He served as a 
private, corporal and sergeant in the Astor Battery 
from May 28, 1898, to Feb. 2, 1899, and was appointed 
a second lieutenant, 18th U.S. Infantry, in December, 
1899. He was promoted first lieutenant in 1901, was 
transferred to the 8th Infantry in 1909, was promoted 
captain in March, 1911, and was transferred to the 4th 
Infantry in October, 1911. He served-a detail in the 

-M. Corps and was assigned to the 25th Infantry in 
1916. Captain Baker has accepted a position with the 
Todd Shipbuilding Company of New York, and the com- 
pany is fortunate in securing so efficient an officer. 

Lieut. (J.G.) Fred C. Beisel, U.S.N., who has been 
under treatment at the naval hospital, Washington, 
D.C., was placed on the retired list for disability, from 
Oct. 10, 1916. He was appointed to the Naval Academy 
from Wisconsin in 1904, and reached his present rank in 
June, 1913. He has had a total sea service of close on 
six years and shore duty of nearly five. He is a native 
of Illinois. 

The only remaining retirement for age in the Army 
this year is that of Brig. Gen. Robert K. Evans, which 
occurs on Noy. 19. 





RECENT DEATHS. 
KILLED IN ACTION, MARINE CORPS. 


An official report was received at the Navy Depart- 
ment Oct. 25 which announced that Capt. W. W. Low 
and ist Sergt. Frank L. Atwood, of the Marine Corps, 
were killed at San Domingo on Oct. 24 while attempting 
to arrest the bandit General Batista, who was killed, 
and his band defeated. The report was received from 
Col. J. H. Pendleton, U.S.M.C., commanding the United 
States marine force. First Lieut. John Marston, 34d, 
U.S.M.C., was injured by a fall presumably during the 
fight, although the despatch gave no details. The despatch 
does not say where the fight occurred. It adds that 
conditions otherwise are quiet. A newspaper despatch 
says the engagement took place opposite Santo Domingo 
city. Capt. William W. Low was attached to the Ist 
Brigade of Marines, stationed recently at Port-au-Prince. 
He was born in New Hampshire July 7, 1869, and was 
appointed July 1, 1899. Lieut. Victor I. Morrison is 


attached to the Ist Brigade of Marines, and was born 
in New Jersey May 13, 1882. He was appointed March 
10, 1905. 

Capt. William W. Low, U.S.M.C., killed in action in 
Santo Domingo on Oct. 24, 1916, was born July 7, 1869, 
in Portsmouth, N.H. During the Spanish-American War 
he served in the 1st Connecticut Infantry. He was 
appointed a first lieutenant in the Marine Corps July 1, 

899, and was promoted captain March 3, 1904. He 
became due for promotion to major Aug. 29, 1916. Dur- 
ing his seventeen years’ service in the Marine Corps 
Captain Low has served at nearly all posts of the Marine 
Corps at home and abroad, and had over three years’ 
sea service and eight years’ foreign service. At the 
time of his death he was attached to the ist Regiment 
of Marines, serving in Santo Domingo, having been sent 
there from Haiti, where his company had been serving 
since August, 1915. Captain Low is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Mary Parmelee Low, and two children, at 
present residing in Madison, Conn. His brother, Major 
Theodore H. Low, a fetired officer of the Marine Corps, 
is a resident of Washington. 

First Sergt. Frank Leslie Atwood, U.S.M.C., killed in 
action at Santo Domingo Oct. 24, 1916, was born April 
23, 1882, at Columbus, Ohio. His first enlistment was 
in March, 1905, at Columbus, Ohio. He re-enlisted in 
June, 1909, and was honorably discharged in June, 1913, 
and re-enlisted a few days later at Philadelphia, Pa. 
He served in Vera Cruz, Mexico, from April 22, 1914, 
to Nov. 23, 1914, participating in engagement incident to 
occupation of the city. He served in Haiti from Sept. 
1, 1915, to May 21, 1916, and in Santo Domingo since 
May 22, 1916. 


Brig. Gen. John McEwen Hyde, U.S.A., retired, died 
at his home at Brookline, Mass., Oct. 25, 1916. His 
Civil War career was notable and he was a member of 
the expedition to survey the Northern Pacific Railroad 
in 1872. He served in Indian campaigns and in the 
Philippines and China. General Hyde was born in New 
York Nov. 1, 1841, and he began his military service as 
a private in Co. A, Tist N.Y. State Militia, June 16, 1861. 
After being discharged July 30, 1861, he was appointed 
a second lieutenant of the 38th New York Volunteer 
Infantry, Jan. 11, 1862, and was subsequently promoted 
to first lieutenant in that organization. After being 
honorably mustered out Oct. 14, 1863, he was appointed 
first lieutenant of the 39th New York Volunteers in 
December, 1863, rising to the rank of lieutenant colonel 
in January, 1865. He was honorably mustered out in 
May, 1865. General Hyde during the Civil War was 
engaged in both the first and second battles of Bull Run, 
Va., and was wounded in each battle. He was engaged 
at the siege of Yorktown, battles of Fredericksburg and 
Chancellorsville, and was engaged at the action of 
Morton’s Ford, battles of the Wilderness, Spottsylvania 
Court House, North Anna, Tolopotomy, Cold Harbor, 
Petersburg, Deep Bottom and Farmville, and was present 
at the capitulation of Appommattox Court House, Va. 
He received the brevet rank of lieutenant colonel for 
gallant and meritorious service at the battle of Cold 
Harbor, and the brevet of colonel for gallant and meri- 
torious service in front of Petersburg. He was appointed 
second lieutenant, 33d U.S. Infantry, in 1867; was trans- 
ferred to the 8th Infantry in 1869; was promoted first 
lieutenant in 1878; was appointed captain and A.Q.M. 
in 1889; was promoted major in 1899, lieutenant colonel 
in 1903, and was appointed brigadier general July 9 
1904. He was retired on July 10 of the latter year at 
his own request, after forty years’ service. General 
Hyde married on Oct. 21, 1885, Katharine Hubbard, 
daughter of the late Samuel Hubbard, of San Francisco, 
and she survives him. His remains were buried Oct. 27. 

Major Charles William Whipple, U.S.A., retired, 
whose death at Summit, N.J., on Oct. 18, 1916, we 
briefly announced in our last issue, was born on Sept. 
28, 1846, in the old Warner House, one of the historic 
mansions of Portsmouth, N.H., and was the son of 
Major Gen. Amiel W. Whipple, U.S.A., West Point 

1. When his father was in command of the defenses 
f Washington during the early part of the Civil War 
Major Whipple was constantly in the company of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, who, when visiting the outer fortifica- 
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tions, would call him and his brother to where he sat 
and amuse them by telling them stories. He frequently 
went in the field with his father and was several times 
under fire. After his father’s death from wounds re- 
ceived at the battle of Chancellorsyille President Lincoln 
gave him a personal appointment to West Point, from 
where he graduated in 1868. On Jui 15, 1868, he 
Was commissioned as second lieutenant in the 3d Artil- 
lery, and for many years was engaged in exploration 
work in the southwestern part of the United States 
with the Wheeler survey. In 1874 he graduated from 
the Artillery School. On July 19, 1875, he was com- 
missioned as first lieutenant in the Ordnance Depart- 
ment and he was identified during the remainder of his 
life with that branch of the Service. He was commis- 
sioned captain on May 9, 1885. At the outbreak of 
the war with Spain he was commissioned as inspector 
general, with rank of lieutenant colonel of Volunteers, 
in the expedition which sailed for the Philippines under 
General Merritt in August, 1898. He arrived in Manila 
just after the surrender of the city by the Spaniards 
and before the outbreak of the Philippine insurrectiop. 
During the early part of the insurrection he had charge 
of all the ordnance for the Americans who were besieged 
and under fire in the city of Manila, where he contracted 
the illness which eventually resulted in his death. 
Ruined in health, he was brought back to the United 
States and was retired for disability incident to active 
service, with the rank of major in the Regular Army, 
in the spring of 1901. He came of distinguished 
ancestry. His maternal grandfather was Col. John N. 
She:iburne, who commanded a regiment in the War of 
1812. Through his mother he was descended from 
Governor Thomas Dudley, of Massachusetts Colony; 
from Governor Theophilus Eaton, of New Haven Colony; 
from Governor John Wentworth, of New Hampshire 
Colony; from Coi. William Pepperrell, father of Major 
Gen. Sir William Peovperrell, Bart, who eaptured Louis- 
burg from the French, and from other men prominent 
in the history of this country. One of his ancestors, 
Capt. Jehn Blunt, steered the boat in which Washington 
crossed the Delaware. On April 3, 1877, he was married 
to Josephine Katherine Jones, daughter of Walter R. T. 
Jones, of New York city, and a granddaughter of Rear 
Admiral Theodorus Bailey, second in command under 
Admiral Farragut at the capture of New Orleans. Major 
Whipple leaves surviving him his widow and his five 
children, Walter Jones Whipple, of New York city; 
William Whipple, of Cinclaire, La.; Sherburne Whipple, 
captain in the 9th U.S. Infantry, now on the Mexican 
border; Annette Bailey, married to Arthur Morris 
Collens, of Hartford, Conn., and Eleanor Sherburne, 
married to Francis R. Stoddard, jr., of New York city. 

Major John Conline, U.S.A., retired, a veteran of the 
Civil and Indian Wars, died in Washington, D.C., Oct. 
16, 1916. He was born in Rutland, Vt., Feb. 9, 1844, 
and enlisted in the ist. Vermont Volunteer Infantry 
May 2, 1861, and was discharged Aug. 15 of the same 
year. He enlisted in the 4th Vermont Infantry March 1, 
1862, and was discharged Sept. 5, 1863. Major Con- 
line participated in the various operations of the Army 
of the Potomac, being in the battles of Antietam and 
Gettysburg. He was one of twenty volunteers who went 
across the Rappahannock River in the first boat, under 
fire, before the bridge was completed, in the action at 
Franklin’s Crossing, June 5, 1863. While in New 
York city with the 4th Vermont Infantry in August, 
1863, to preserve order, Major Conline received an 
appointment to West Point, entering in September, 1863. 
He remained at West Point until June 30, 1868, when 
he was discharged. He was reinstated as a cadet Jan. 
30, 1869. Graduating in June, 1870, he was assigned 
as a second lieutenant to the 9th Cavalry, and remained 
with that regiment until retired for disability in the 
line of duty on Feb. 25, 1891, while holding the rank 
of captain. He was advanced to the rank of major on 
the retired list for civil War service in 1904. Major 
Conline received the brevet of captain in 1890 for gallant 
services in action against Indians in the San Andreas 
Mountains, N.M., April 7, 1880. He served as Police 
Commissioner of Detroit, Mich., 1896-1900. 

Referring to the death of Capt. Edwin P. Thompson, 
20th Inf., which occurred suddenly at the base hospital, 
Fort Bliss, Texas, Sept. 28, 1916, of dcute peritonitis, 
as we have previously noted, Colonel Holbrook in regi- 
mental orders dated Fort Bliss, Texas, Sept. 28, says: 
“At the time of his death Captain Thompson was acting 
adjutant of his regiment and performed his duties with 
ability, fidelity and zeal. In his death the regiment 
loses an officer who, by his manliness, courtesy and 
loyalty, had endeared himself to his brother officers. 
The deepest sympathy of the regiment is extended to his 
bereaved family.” 

In further tribute to the late Ensign Baine C. Dent, 
U.S.N., retired, a correspondent, “R.}.,” writes: “It was 
with extreme sorrow that I learned of the death of 
Ensign Dent. In the years that he was commandant 
at Linsly Institute, Wheeling, W.Va., ‘his boys’ held 
him in the very highest regard. Never have 1 known 
anyone who so thoroughly enjoyed teaching and who 
spent such a large amount of time, thought and con- 
scientious effort in assisting scholars to master their. 
studies. His manly ways, infinite tact and kindly 
consideration for others will never be forgotten. I con- 
sider it a rare privilege to have been numbered among 
those fortunate ones who received much of their early 
instruction in his classes. He was an officer and a 
gentleman of whom it may sincerely be said: ‘None knew 
him but to love him, nor named him but to praise.’” 

Mrs. J. S. Jemison died at Johns Hopkins Hospital, 
Baltimore, Md., on Oct. 23, 1916. Mrs. Jemison was 
the mother of Lieut. J. K. Jemison, Coast Art. Corps, 
U.S.A., and of Mrs. Hoskins, wife of Lieut.

CONDITIONS IN MEXICO. 

Conditions in Mexico are sufficient to account for a 
raid across the border which the Secretary of War tells 
us is threatened, without ascribing it to the political 
enemies of the Administration, as the Secretary of War 
has done in a published statement, issued on Oct. 26. It 
says: “The War Department has received definite in- 
formation, confirmed from other sources, that enemies 
of the Administration’s policy toward Mexico, in co- 
operation with Villa or other bandits in Mexico, have 
arranged a spectacular attack to be made either upon 
some part of the American forces or upon some American 
community on the border between now and the date of 
the election, for the purpose of turning the tide of senti- 
ment against the policy which the Administration has 
adopted for the protection of the border. 

“It is significant in this connection that both the 
State and War Departments were advised that the 
bandit forces operating at the present time in Mexico 
are being paid in silver coin. 

“Full particulars have been transmitted to Generals 
Funston and Pershing. All American forces are, there- 
fore, forewarned and in readiness for such an attack.” 

In response to insistent demands of the newspaper 
correspondents that he reveal the exact nature of the 
“definite information” in the hands of the Administra- 
tion, Secretary of State Lansing gave out a statement 
on Oct. 27 denying that Secretary of War Baker meant 
Americans When he said that “enemies of the Adminis- 
tration’’ were planning to join Mexicans in an attack 
on American border towns. The Secretary of State said 
it had been called to his attention that “an effort would 
be made to construe the War Department’s statement as 
a political play and as an assault upon the Adminis- 
tration’s political opponents.” This, he said, was false, 
declaring that “politics were not given a thought in 
connection with the matter and that it was inconceivable 
that any American would ally himself with Mexicans to 
attack his own countrymen.” He explained that both 
he and Mr. Baker believed that in addition to warning 
the military commanders it was wise to give the in- 
formation received publicity, “because it might have the 
effect of causing the plot to be abandoned.” 

Mrs. Virginia Carranza, wife of Gen. Venustiano 
Carranza, in charge of the executive power of the de 
facto government of Mexico, accompanied by her two 
daughters and Mrs. Alvaro Obregon, wife of the Mexican 
D 2 Laredo on Oct. 23 
from Mexico City on a special train, and left the next 
day for San Antonio, Texas. Mrs. Obregon is expected 
to go later to Los Angeles. In view of the custom of 
Mexico’s rulers of sending their families out of that 
country when trouble is brewing, this item may have 
international rather than merely social importance.

THE CARABAO DINNER OF 1913. 


The incident of the Carabao dinner in the fall of 1913 
is recalled by the New York Sun, with the addition of 
some new light on that episode. It will be remembered 
that on Dec. 22, 1913, the President, through the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, addressed a reprimand to Navy officers 
who as Philippine veterans had participated in the high 
jinks at the Carabao dinner of Dec. 11. Secretary 
Daniels transmitted to Rear Admiral Thomas B. Howard, 
Capt. W. R. Shoemaker and other high officers who had 
served on the dinner committee a reprimand which said, 
in part: : 

“The officers who were responsible for the program 
are certainly deserving of a very serious reprimand. 
* * * Tam told that the songs and other amusements 
of the evening were intended and regarded as ‘fun.’ 
What are we to think of officers of the Army and Navy 
who think it fun to bring their official superiors into 
ridicule and the policies of the Government which they 
are sworn to support into contempt?” 

To complete the incident, says the Sun, is the sub- 
joined document, which it believes is now published for 
the first time:

(e) Extensions which make it possible for a soldier to pass 
to the reserve in this department will be granted to deserving 
men only, this regardless of expressed intention of an applicant 
not to apply for furlough and transfer to Army Reserve.

Max J. Klein, who declared that he was rejected from 
the National Guard in New York city solely because 
he is a Jew. The orders issued by General Stotesbury 
say: “All officers who are connected with the enlistment 
of recruits, and those who are authorized to approve or 
disapprove of such enlistments, shall; in determining 
whether an applicant should be accepted or rejected, be 
guided by an honest judgment, deliberately exercised, 
as to his fitness for the Service, and no applicant shall 
be rejected on account of his race or religion.”

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« Justice Cohalan in the Supreme Court of New York 
city on Oct. 25, 1916, granted an order requiring the 
Board of Elections to permit Major Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, N.G.N.Y., recently returned from Texas, to register 
so that he can vote at the coming election. Major 
Vanderbilt’s application and that of Pvt. Edward R. 
Whittingham, a Democrat, were test cases, brought 
before the court at the same time by Attorney John 
Godfrey Saxe. The decision affects some 2,000 National 
Guardsmen of New York, who did not remain in Texas 
long enough to vote with the soldiers on the border. 
Justice Cohalan’s decision makes it possible for them 
to exercise the franchise of American citizenship, if they 
register at once, but each must first get an order from 
the court. 

With the publication of G.O. 53, War Department, 
containing the Detached Officers’ List, which we publish 
on another page, only one more large order will be 
issued in carrying out the provisions of the National 
Defense Act. This will give the list of transfers of 
officers to the Field Artillery. All examinations for 
transfers have been completed, and the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s. Office is now compiling the general order. Most 
of -the transfers are from the Cavalry and Infantry to 
the Field Artillery. ‘There are a few from the Coast 
Artillery to the Field Artillery.

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In view of the importance of field artillery in the 
present European war, where it has been used to an 
extent hitherto undreamed of by the warmest advocate 
of this military arm, the following editorial statement 
in the Field Artillery Journal is truly modest: “The 
experience of the field artillery in the present war is 
such that its future status may be that of a co-ordinate 
arm instead of the secondary réle of an auxiliary, in 
which it has hitherto played its humble part.”

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With the increase in the Hospital Corps of the Navy 
authorized by the last Naval Appropriation Act the 
training schools for Hospital Corps men at Newport 
and San Francisco will be enlarged. All enlisted men 
for this corps will be required to take a term of training 
at the schools. It is estimated that the recent personnel 
legislation will increase the Hospital Corps of the Navy 
to between 2,600 and 3,000 men.

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THE SUBMARINE QUESTION. 


The action of the German. submarine U-53 off our 
coast on Oct. 8, when she sank five passenger and 
merchant ships, leaving their passengers and crews to 
be picked up by the boats of the Destroyer Force of the 
Navy, is a matter that will not down. From the very 
beginning of the operations of this new type of warship 
it was clearly apparent that the old practice of a war 
vessel stopping an enemy or a neutral ship at sea, taking 
off her passengers and crew, and then sinking the vessel 
if sufficient justification was found for the act, could 
not work with the submarine. It was realized that it 
was physically impossible for a submarine raider to 
accommodate any considerable number of passengers; 
and it was also made plain by the commanders of these 
German submersible raiders in the waters around the 
British Isles that they did not wish to take passengers 
aboard except in the case of a small number of prisoners. 
If we had any doubts as to the German idea as to how 
this submarine warfare should be conducted, the case 
of the Lusitania settled that for all time, or at least 
until she should be compelled to bow to the force of 
public opinion and follow the ordinary dictates of the 
rights of neutrals ard non-belligerents at sea. 

The United States had the opportunity to display that 
force in the form of an uncompromising attitude toward 
this German idea of how submarine warfare should be con- 
ducted. It is apparent that Germany, as would any other 
nation in the same circumstances, proposes to press the 
United States to the uttermost limits of her forbearance 
in this matter of submarine warfare. Her attitude 
seems to be that of the traditional bully carrying things 
with a high hand in the face of a seeming weakling, and 
she will not change her attitude until we change ours 
and face her with some such attitude and forceful 
language as was shown in our Venezuela difficulties 
with Great Britain. And as a further illustration of 
her course of conduct in this matter we have the incident 
of the U-53 sinking five ships off the Nantucket lightship. 

There was -a cold impertinence about that proceeding 
that must grate on the sensibilities not only of the 
officers of our Navy who were called upon to do the 
work any belligerent ship should have done before sinking 
one of those ships, but also on those of all Americans 
who hold high the honor of their country. Every action 
of the commander of the U-53 indicated he had some 
such plan in mind as that which had to be worked out 
in his wake by the Navy’s Destroyer Force. His formal 
visit to Newport harbor, his official call on our Navy 
officers stationed there, his going to sea without re- 
victualing or asking for any supplies bear all the signs 
of a deliberate declaration to the United States that 
his was a warship on a war mission, and that we must 
abide by the consequences, whatever they might be. 

The theory is now advanced that the visit and subse- 
quent actions of the U-53 were to establish a precedent 
of submarine warfare in our waters and to test thereby 
the attitude of the Government of the United States. 
So far as the Government is concerned, there have been 
no signs that it proposes to take any action in the 
matter. It seems to be content to allow our naval vessels 
to act as scavengers of the sea for the wasteful horrors 
of German “frightfulness.” We are of the opinion that 
the people of our country want the “freedom of the 
seas” to be a phrase that means what it says; and in 
preserving the integrity of that phrase and its meaning 
we should adopt a course of conduct that will make 
every nation in the world to-day, neutral or belligerent, 
believe we mean what we say. Through such a policy, 
followed out to the ultimate end, can we only hope to 
keep the place we had won as a great nation whose 
spirit of democracy should make its influence felt over 
the whole world. 

Attention is called to the precedent. established in 1870 
when the French vessels were hovering around our 
harbors to intercept German merchantmen. Secretary 
Fish said then: “This Government would regard as an 
unfriendly act the hovering of such vessels upon the 
coast of the United States, in the neighborhood of its 
port, with intent to intercept the vessels of trade of 
its enemy.” And President Grant, on Oct. 8, 1870, 
issued a proclamation in which he gave this notice: 
“Any frequenting and use of the waters within the terri- 
torial jurisdiction of the United States by the armed 
vessels of either beliigerent * * * for the purpose 
of preparing for hostile operations or as posts of observa- 
tion * * * must be regarded as unfriendly — and 
offensive.’ As to this the Boston Transcript says: “It 
may be said, without the slightest possibility of a contra- 
diction, that the operations of the submarine U-53 have 
been much more distinctly of a character to ‘intercept 
the vessels of trade of its enémy,’ as well as much mere 
‘unfriendly and offensive,’ than anything the French 
cruisers did in 1870.” 

Norway has informed the Entente Allies that it does 
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not recognize it as. its duty to prohibit belligerent sub- 
marines from passing through or sojourning in Norwegian 
waters, according toa cable despatch of Oct. 18. The 
Norwegian note is in response to the memorandum of the 
Entente Powers to neutrals suggesting that belligerent 
submarines should be excluded from neutral waters. The 
Norwegian government declares it cunsiders it has the 
right to prohibit submarines designed for war purposes 
and belonging to belligerents from passing through Nor- 
wegian territorial waters or sojourning in them, and 
says it made use of this right in issuing the royal decree 
of Oct. 18, under which belligerent submarines are for- 
bidden to traverse Norwegian waters except in cases of 
emergency, when they must remain upon the surface and 
fly the national flag. The decree also provides that mer- 
cantile submarines are to be allowed in Norwegian waters 
only in a surface position in full daylight and when flying 
the national colors.

Although Congress willingly provided for selection in 
the Navy; it is doubtful whether this principle will be 
popular on Capitol Hill when it is carried into effect 
next December. In some quarters it is believed that 
the enforcement of the provisions of the personnel legis- 
lation with regard to selection will be as unpopular in 
Congress as was the Plucking Board. The test will 
come when the first nomination under the selection 
system is sent to the Senate in December. If the select- 
ing out board should jump a number of popular officers 
in its recommendations there will be a storm of protest 
coming from Congress. The fact that the selecting out 
board is composed of high ranking officers of unquestioned 
integrity will have no effect. upon Congress. Your 
average Congressman is prone to believe that officers 
of the Navy are governed by prejudice and he has no 
conception of the standards of the Service. It has 
become apparent that the extension of the age of retire- 
ment from sixty-two years to sixty-four years is working 
a great injustice to some of the most efficient captains 
in the Navy. Current reports have it that at least one 
rear admiral will make an application for retirement 
on account of the extension of the time for retirement. 
It has been suggested that the law be amended so that 
officers can be retired at the age of sixty-two, but may, 
at the discretion of the Navy Department, be kept on 
active duty until they are sixty-four years of age. The 
detail of Capt. C. S. Williams from near the top of the 
list of captains as chief of staff to Vice Admiral De 
Witt Coffman, second in command of the Atlantic Fleet, 
is the inauguration of a policy by which captains and 
rear admirals are to serve in this capacity. In the Navy 
Department the chief of staff is regarded as an under- 
study for the commanders. These details will be used 
in giving officers an opportunity to qualify for higher 
commands and will be an important part of the system 
of promotion by selection. Incidentally the detail of 
Captain Williams will bring about the application of 
Comdr. O. P. Jackson, U.S.N., chief of staff of the 
Atlantic Fleet, for shore duty. Commander Jackson is 
due for shore duty, and it is doubtful whether he will 
care to remain in his present position with a higher 
ranking officer serving in the same capacity below him. 
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In addition to the annual report of the Militia Bureau, 
which was written by the late Major Gen. A. L. Mills, 
a special report on mobilization of the National Guard 
is being prepared in the bureau.” General Mills’s report 
eovers the mobilization only up to July 1, while a special 
report will cover the entire mobilization. It is known 
that General Mills reached the conclusion that the ex- 
perience of the War Department in mobilizing the 
National Guard was a very striking argument in favor 
of universal military service. The special report, it is 
stated, supports General Mills’s position on the subject. 
The weakness of the dual control of the Guard is made 
plain in his report. ‘The most striking feature of the 
report is the statement of the small number of men with 
military training that were secured in the mobilization 
of the Guard. In this respect the Guard did very little 
better in this mobilization than in the Spanish-American 
War. In that war no systematic effort was made to 
collect data on the mobilization of the Guard and its 
muster into the Federal'service. In the mobilization of 
1916 mustering officers have been required to furnish 
detailed reports on every organization, and the reports 
of the Militia Bureau on the subject will be full of 
useful information. After the physical examination of 
officers and enlisted men the National Guard was very 
little more than a nucleus for the creation of a volunteer 
army. Some of the organizations when they reached the 
border did not have more than twenty-five or thirty per 
cent. of men who had previous military training of any 
character. These facts should have been known in 
advance of mobilization, as attention was frequently 


directed to them by articles in our columns showing. 


the deficiencies in the National Guard, taking the coun- 
try as a whole. 
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The machine gun board will shortly submit its pre- 
liminary report to the Secretary of War. It will deal 
largely with the question of handling the machine gun 
problem in the event of an emergency. The board will 
submit data as to the machine gun output of the Ameri- 
can manufacturers and what should be done to provide 
for a war supply. Before the board conducts any 
experiments or comparative tests of the different types 
of gun it will confer with the Secretary of War. It is 
presumed that the board will visit the border and witness 
the work that is being done at the machine gun school 
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of instruction. As all guns of all the types are now in 
use on the border, with the exception of the Vickers, the 
board will have an excellent opportunity to witness field 
tests of the most practical character. 


A closed conference of officers of peace societies of 
the United States is to be held in New York city shortly 
for the purpose of outlining a campaign against all laws 
compelling boys under the age of twenty-one to undergo 
military training. This fact was revealed, according to 
the New York World, at a meeting of the Woman’s 
Peace Party of New York. held in the residence of Amos 
Pinchot, of that city, on Oct. 25, at which the New 
York state law as to military training of boys was 
discussed. Dr. George J. Fisher, of the New York 
Military Training Commission, explained that the com- 
mission was directly occupied at present with the 
working out of that portion of the Welsh-Slater bill 
that is concerned with physical instruction in the schools 
of the state, leaving the matter of military instruction 
for future consideration. He asked the members of the 
society to withhold criticism and agitation against the 
military training and military training camps ideas 
until the commission had formulated its plans. Efforts 
are being made to have the commission interpret the 
New York state military laws to conform with the train- 
ing rules of the Boy Scouts of America, a non-militaristic 
organization. James E. West, chief scout executive of 
the Boy Scouts of America, declared that as long as the 
present heads of the Scouts remained in office the organi- 
zation would remain without any military character 
whatever. Mr. West said his organization is taking 
steps to compel the United States Boy Scouts to change 
its name, as it is admittedly a military organization. 
What part of the Boy Scout program to eliminate in 
order to make room for military training in its ranks, 
if the commission rules against the Scouts, the officers 
have not decided. 
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Recent happenings in the War Department and in 
Mexico forecast a long term of service on the border for 
the Army and National Guard, and the general impres- 
sion about the War Department is that neither the Army 
nor the National Guard will be relieved from Mexican 
service within a year. Coincident with the discovery 
that the Mexican Joint Commission, now in session at 
Atlantic City, will be unable to reach an agreement, 
Villa’s forces became active and Carranza’s power 
rapidly declined. History is repeating itself. The 
progress of events in Mexico has always been. marked 
by a decline in the power of the leader who was the 
favorite for the moment of our Government. It is obvious 
that there can be no prospect of peace in Mexico until 
this Government undertakes to restore order without 
entangling itself in an alliance with any warring faction. 
As this does not accord with our declared policy, prepara- 
tions are now being made for another long period of the 
watchful waiting. This accounts for the suspension of 
the provision of the Defense Act which authorizes the 
furloughing of enlisted men into the Reserve of the 
Regular Army at the expiration of a year’s service. 
The Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth and Fort Riley 
have been discontinued, and the Manchu law, so far 
as the officers on the border are concerned, is suspended. 
That the retention in service of the Reserves called to 
the colors this summer is causing a great deal of dis- 
satisfaction among these enlisted men is indicated by 
communications we receive from the border. 
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Lieut. Col. C. D. Rhodes, Cav., and Major J. W. 
Craig, 12th Cav., members of the Cavalry Equipment 
Board, arrived at Washington on Oct. 26 to confer with 
Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, Chief of Staff, relative to 
the new horse equipment which the board has under 
consideration. It has been decided to manufacture a 
number of new saddles for officers and enlisted men and 
to give them a field test before adoption. General Scott, 
who has taken a personal interest in the new equipment, 
suggested some slight changes in the enlisted man’s 
saddle that will be made before it is submitted to the 
test. In its material and method of manufacture it is 
the same as the old McClellan saddle. In its design 
it partakes largely of the French officer’s saddle. The 
pommel is reinforced by steel and has a wooden tree. 
The pommel does not rise as abruptly as the McClellan 
saddle and its side bars are longer. The officer’s saddle 
is practically a duplication of the French officer’s field 
saddle. The rest of the horse equipment is a com- 
bination of the 1912 equipment and the McClellan equip- 
ment. In addition to Colonel Rhodes and Major Craig, 
the Equipment Board consists of Col. W. J. Nicholson, 
11th Cav., Col. Charles T. Menoher, 5th Field Art., and 
Col. George W. Burr, Ord. Dept.

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The French operations under General Nivelle at 
Verdun on Oct. 24 that resulted in the retaking of the 
Dovaumont fort and the Thiaumont work is above all 
things a superb illustration of the importance of the 
command of the air. According to the despatches from 
Paris, General Petain regarded the front east of the 
Meuse as too cramped and suggested to General Nivelle, 
the commandant at Verdun, that he give himself—in a 
laconic phrase—“more elbow room.” The aviation de- 
partment was commissioned to make an exhaustive 
survey of the positions of the German batteries and 
points of assembly, and the superiority of this arm of 
the French army was so great that it was not only able 
to acquire ail the necessary information, but also to 
prevent the German airmen from getting any inkling 
of what was going on behind the French lines. How 
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extensive this movement was_is shown by the fact,that 
General Neville had about 80,000 troops under his com- 
mand when he began his assault on the German posi- 
tions. And that the French turned what might have 
been a small maneuver into a brilliant tactical success 
is borne out by the fact that the official communiqué of 
that date states that the German line was “burst.” 
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The story appearing in the daily papers to the effect 
that the Washington correspondent of the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL has $25,000 to bet om the election is sub- 
ject to more than the usual discount allowed on political 
yarns current at this time. The statement is that the 
money is to be furnished by a group of Army officers. 
This is sufficient to show its falsity, for it is incredible 
that Army officers should combine to discredit their 
Commander-in-Chief, and we doubt if we have anyone 
in our employ who would be foolish enough to devote 
$25,000 of the liberal salary we pay him to an election 
bet. One thing is certain: No one representing the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL has any authority to use the 
name of this paper in connection with political activity, 
for our position is the same as that of the members of 
the two Services, who properly refrain from such 
activity. It is for the people to choose their rulers; it 
is for the members of the Services, and all who repre- 
sent them, to serve those exercising lawful authority 
with fidelity and zeal “and live obedient to the law, in 
trust that what will come, and must come, shall come 
well.” 
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It is understood that the estimates to be submitted 
to Congress contain recommendations for quarters for 
the first two increments of the Army. This will not 
suggest the abandonment of any of the old posts, but 
the establishment on all available military reservations 
of suitable quarters for troops. The location and en- 
largement of new posts will follow the recommendations 
of the report of 1912 and the statement of a proper 
military policy made by the War College, submitted to 
Congress at the last session. In working out this 
scheme the War College has asked for recommendations 
from the department commanders as to the location of 
posts. These reports have not yet been submitted to the 
War College, and it will be some time before the College 
has worked out its general scheme for the permanent 
stations of the new regiments. As there is no present 
prospect that the Regular. Army will be relieved from 
the border, the War College will have abundant time 
to work out the problem. It cannot finally reach a 
solution until Congress has made the appropriation for 
the new quarters and posts. 
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The Secretary of War on Oct. 26 announced the detail 
of Brig. Gen. William A. Mann, U.S.A., as Chief of the 
Militia Bureau. General Mann was directed by wire 
to report for duty immediately at the War Department. 
The detail of General Mann to this important post is 
an excellent selection and gave general satisfaction to 
officers on duty at the War Department. General Mann 
has a judicial temperament, and his policy in the Militia 
Bureau, it is believed, will meet with general approval 
from the National Guard. He has had a wide military 
experience, which began in 1875 after graduation at 
West Point, when he was commissioned second lieu- 
tenant, 17th Infantry. His long service includes cam- 
paigns against the Indians, the campaign in Cuba in 
1898, including participation in the battle of El Caney 
and in the trenches before Santiago and elsewhere. He 
was also engaged in numerous active operations against 
insurgents in the Philippines. 
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From an unusually well informed source we learn 
that Germany is building seventy-five submersibles of 
the same type as the U-53, which recently visited New- 
port, R.I., and subsequently played such havoc with 
shipping off the Nantucket Lightship. According to our 
informant Germany plans to use twenty-five of these 
U-boats in a relentless campaign against Norwegian 
ships which the news of the last few days shows has 
already begun, twenty-five others in a general campaign 
of maritime destruction, the third twenty-five being kept 
at the submarine base on the North Sea in reserve. The 
destruction of Norway’s merchantmen by the German 
submarines within the past fortnight has grown to such 
proportions that it is extremely doubtful if all her ship- 
building yards and those in the United States under 
contract to build merchantmen for Norwegian interests 
can keep her merchant fleet up to anything like its 
normal tonnage. 
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The Army Reserves who were recalled to the colors 
this summer were the few men who had enlisted as 
Reserves and those who had been furloughed to the Re- 
serve at their own request after three years’ service. 
As the original Reserve law did not go into effect until 
Nov. 1, 1912, there have been no furloughs of four-year 
men. Those men who enlisted Nov. 1, 1912, or there- 
after will be furloughed to the Reserve at the com- 
pletion of their four years’ active service. According 
to telegram from The Adjutant General, published in 
Bulletin 41, S.D., in our classified Army orders on 
another page, these four-year men: will not be heid for 
active service, but will be immediately furloughed unless 
they elect to re-enlist for seven years. Wheiher or how 
soon after furlough to the Reserve these four-year men 
are to be recalled to the colors, to serve with the three- 
year Reserve men now at or over the border, is not 
indicated. 
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NATIONAL GUARD IN FEDERAL SERVICE. 
In an article telling of instruction in rifle practice on 
the Texas border, the Rio Grande Rattler, of Oct. 18, 
published by the New York Division, says, in part: “At 
La Gloria the Infantry is participating in exercises which 
demonstrate to the men the dominating importance of the 
human element in fire effectiveness. They are schooled 
in the thought that the individual training in the use of 
the rifle is but the kindergarten of fire control. That 
the fire unit becomes formidable only when its powers 
of destruction can be readily controlled—that is, shifted 
in direction, increased or decreased in volume, concen- 
trated or expanded in distribution, opened or suspended 
with rapidity. On the rifie range the soldier has a known 
target and a known range. In combat firing as in combat 
itself these factors are unknown. The effectiveness of 
fire in combat is not dependent upon ‘holding’ and 
‘squeeze,’ but upon reconnaissance and recognition of the 
target, choice of the target, initiative in opening fire, 
strength of firing line in relation to the support, kind of 
fire to be employed, method of advance, utilization of the 
ground and security of the advance. At La Gloria, prac- 
tical demonstrations are being given daily of the superior 
influence of fire control, fire distribution and fire rapid- 
ity, in determining fire effectiveness over the mere target 


range expertness.” : : , 

A new provisional iment of Field Artillery is being 
organized in the 11th Privisional Division at Paso, 
Texas. Three batteries of the Georgia National Guard, 
two batteries from Connecticut and one battery from the 
District of Columbia is to comprise the regiment which 
will be commanded by Lieut. Col. H. G. Bishop, 8th U.S. 
Field Artillery. The acting adjutant of the new Artil- 
lery regiment will be Lieut. R. E. Anderson and the sup- 

ly officer will be Lieut. J. F. Barnes, of the 8th U.S. 
Field Art. The regiment is being formed in the camp 
recently vacated by the Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
batteries, which departed for home to be mustered out of 
the Service. Officers on Oct. 12 began the work of trans- 
ferring to the Georgia Artillery Battalion about 200 
horses which were left behind by the departing Massa- 
chusetts Artillery organizations. The three Georgia bat- 
teries need about 400 horses. 


MASSACHUSETTS, 


The 5th Infantry of Massachusetts, Colonel Stover, 
upon its arrival from the Texas border in Boston on 
Oct. 21 for muster out of the Federal service was cheered 
by thousands, as it paraded through the down-town 
streets. Governor McCail, with his , and Mayor 
Curley and other city officials, reviewed the regiment, 
while men and women, girls and boys lined the sidewalks, 
cheered and clapped their hands and waved handker- 
ehiefs. The regiment was a fine, healthy looking body. 
Some of the companies belong in Boston and others in 
different towns. 

The 5th Infantry returned home with the loss of only 
one man. Thomas Fox, of Company I, Attleboro, died 
of appendicitis while on the border. Two other men were 
left in the base hospital where they are convalescent. Five 
of the men from the border were in irons, and were sent 
to Fort Banks, Winthrop, to await court-martial for 
their alleged offenses. 


NEW YORK. 


Col. H. H. Rogers, Ist Field Art., N.G.N.Y., who has 
been on leave in New York after serving with his organi- 
zation on the Mexican border, has resigned. During his 
six weeks’ duty at McAllen, Texas, Colonel Rogers was 
ill with dysentery, and he left on leave about Sept. 1. 
He was in Japan when the President issued his call, but 
sailed at once to join his regiment and took command 
late in July. The resignation of Colonel Rogers is 
regretted. He has proved an enthusiastic and competent 
officer, and is a graduate of the School of Fire at Fort 
Sill, dass of 1913. He entered the military service as 
a second lieutenant, Company A, 12th N.Y. Infantry, 
March 8, 1904, and after rising to the rank of captain 
he resigned in 1908. He was appointed aid on the staff 
of the late Brig. Gen. George Moore Smith, Ist Brigade, 
N.Y., in March, 1908; was A.D.C. to the Governor, 
1911-12; captain, 2d Battalion, Field Artillery, Oct. 9, 
1911; lieutenant colonel, Field Artillery, 1912, and 
colonel July 1, 1913. 

Battery B, lst New York Field Artillery, under com- 
mand of Capt. Walter C. McClure, arrived at New York 
city Oct. 25 from McAllen, Texas, for muster out of the 
Federal service. ; 

The ist Battalion of the 22d Engineers, N.G.N.Y., 
consisting of Companies A, B and C, under Major Har- 
vey Garrison, arrived in New York city Oct. 21 from Me- 
Allen, Texas, for muster out of the Federal service.

NEW YORK AERO SQUADRON. 


A number of men of the Aero Squadron, N.G.N.Y., 
now in the Federal service, and on duty at Hempstead, 
N.Y., made allegations in the New York Sun against 
Major Monson Morris, N.G.N.Y., a mustering officer now 
in the Federal service. In brief, some twenty of the men 
who gave their names claimed that they had been “shang- 
haied”’ into joining the National Guard. The article went 
on to say that the men had been promised $21 pay 
per month and were only receiving $15. That they were 
not being taught to fly, and that instead of soaring in 
the air, they were on the ground digging trenches, and 
doing all kinds of dirty work. They also charged that 
they had to purchase their own mess outfits, and had 
also to pay for electric lights used. Major Morris in an 
official report denies that he made any false representa- 
tions to men to get them to enlist.

7TH N.Y. PRACTICE MARCH. 


In giving an account of the eleven days’ practice march 
of the 7th N.Y., which began on Aug. 23 from McAllen, 
Texas, the 7th Regiment Gazette, speaking of the last leg 
of the first half of the march-on Aug. 28 says: “Covering 
the final slippery, sandy stretch in a state of near-ex- 
haustion officers and men came in one body at 10:30 
exact, having covered the twelve miles in the net time 
of three hours thirty minutes. By many this is consid- 
ered a remarkable record for the march. Subsequent 
regiments numbered stragglers up to 250, arriving hours 
after their commands. ut the 7th had none. It was 
significant that staff observations over the entire eleven- 
day route of one hundred miles centered most particu- 
larly on this 12-mile march from Sterling to Laguna 
Seca. Generals O’Ryan and Dyer, and _ Lieutenant 
Weiner, of the Regular Army, on General Dyer’s staff, 
were in constant attendance on all regiments while cover- 
ing this stretch. So it is not presumptuous of the his- 
torian to record that the title ‘the finest marching regi- 
ment in the division’ accorded the 7th by a very high 
authority for its speed, complete absence of straggling, 
and handling of its men, was earned principally on this 
day’s march.” 

During the march home the 7th covered the twelve 
miles from Edinburg to McAllen on Sept. 2 in three 
hours and thirty-six minutes. In the last twenty-five 
hours the regiment marched twenty-seven miles. “Two 
men,” says the Gazette, “made the march possible—Colo- 
nel Fisk by his solicitous care and judgment; Captain 
Halsted by his thorough and masterly preparation of the 
wagon train of twenty-one teams, with a record of being 
late once—on the strenuous march over bad roads to 
Laguna Seca. This mule team train, the assembling and 
training of which took two months, had the smallest sized 
set of mules of any regiment that undertook the hike. It 
performed the feat, since pronounced ‘unbelievable’ by 
the Regular Army packmaster detailed to the 7th, of 
carrying abnormal loads of 4,500 pounds through the hike 
with but the single delay of one hour thirty minutes 
above mentioned. Others were forced at one time or an- 
other to abandon their trains for trucks. The importance 
of this feat, when delay means no mess for the column, 
can be well appreciated. At the finish there were only 
two mules with sore shoulders. These are the facts, that 
are neither boast, nor promise, but fulfillment. Only 
fifty men were sent back to McAllen from the line of 
march. A few, a very few, were tried and found want- 
ing, as might well be expected in any organization.” 


NEW JERSEY. 


The ist Field Hospital, of Elizabeth, and Ambulance 
Company No. 1, of Red Bank, N.G.N.J., were mustered 
out of the Federal service Oct. 21 at their respective 
quarters. Troop B, of the Ist Squadron was mus- 
tered out at its armory in Red Bank. The Ist Field 
Company, New Jersey Signal Corps, arrived at Jersey 
City Oct. 21, bringing with it thirty-two horses each for 
the two Artillery batteries and the four Cavalry troops. 
The animals are considered rather poor stock. The 5th 
Infantry, at Douglas, Ariz., received orders on Oct. 25 
to entrain for home. Factory whistles heralded the ar- 
rival of the signal company’s train at Jersey City. The 
company marched to its armory escorted by miembers of 
the City Commission, civic organizations, the G.A.R., 
Spanish War Veterans, Signal Corps Veterans and Boy 
Scouts. At the armory Mayor Mark M. Fagan gave an 
address of welcome. At the muster out Troop B num- 
bered two officers and sixty-nine men and the ambulance 
company five officers and fifty-three men. The Ist Field 
Hospital numbered three officers and fifty-two men. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


Nearly 200 cases of corned beef hash, tomatoes and 
corned beef were brought back from Texas to Philadel- 
phia, Pa., by the 3d Infantry, Penn. N.G., when it ar- 
rived for muster out. This foodstuff constituted the 
rations for the members of the regiment en route across 
the country from Texas. The canned goods will prob- 
ably be sold shortly. It was announced that post ex- 
change connected with the regiment on the border had 
expended over $11,000 for cigars, cigarettes, candy and 
other luxuries for the men. 

One returned soldier of the Penn. N.G., who served 
on the Texas border, gives a glowing account of the ra- 
tions they received, and says there was plenty for every- 
body. ‘The usual dinner,” he said, “consisted of roast 
beef, vegetables and bread pudding. On Sundays there 
was a chicken dinner. For breakfast there was oatmeal, 
cornflakes or shredded wheat, fried potatoes, bacon and 
hot cakes. For supper, boiled or mashed potatoes, cold 
meat and bread. Butter was scarce. In the motormen’s 
camp, where I was, the food provided could not be equaled 
for quality.” 


MONTANA, OKLAHOMA, ALABAMA, 


The 2d Montana Infantry, numbering fifty-five officers 
and 867 men, arrived at Fort William Harrison, Mont., 
Oct. 16, from Douglas Ariz., to be mustered out of the 
Federal service. The regiment was hardened by service 
on the Mexican border, tanned, and carrying themselves 
with the springy step of | peur physical health. The 
regiment left Helena July 1 last for the Mexican border. 

Motor Ambulance Company No. 1, Capt. H. G. La 
Reau commanding, which is being recruited at Tulsa, 
Oklahoma, the Evening Times of that city reports, is 
now ready to be mustered into the National Guard of 
Oklahoma for service on the Mexican border. On Oct. 4 
the enlisted men of the company slept indoors, at Con- 
vention Hall in Tulsa, for the last time as they were to 
go into camp next day.

In an editorial on “The Returning Soldiers” the 
Boston Transcript praises the condition of the Massa- 
chusetts state soldiers who have come back from. the 
border, and quotes the following excerpt from a letter 
written by Col. Ira L. Reeves (Captain, U.5.A.), presi- 
dent of Norwich University, to a friend, regarding the 
ist Vermont Infantry, of which he was colonel. Colonel 
Reeves said of the men of his command: “We have 
returned home to Vermont, and are proud that every 
man in the regiment was able to walk from the train 
to the barracks, and no man in the regiment seriously 
ill. I believe every member of this regiment, with 
possibly a few exceptions, has returned a better man 
physically, morally, intellectually, and a much better 
citizen, and has had opened to him a much broader view 
of our national affairs.”

COLLEGE MILITARY TRAINING. 


Henry S. Drinker, president of Lehigh University, 
and one of the seven members of the standing committee 
of the University Presidents’ Advisory Committee on the 
Summer Military Instruction Camps (which met in 
Washington on Oct. 17), has issued a circular letter 
to the members of the advisory committee stating the 
official action taken at the conference. The letter states 
that a very full discussion was had of the provisions 
of the act of Congress approved June 3, 1916, entitled 
“An act making further and more effectual provision for 
the national defense, and for other purposes,” and of 
the regulations issued by the War Department (General 
Orders Nos. 32, 48 and 49) relative to military training 
in the various classes of institutions of university and 
college grade and to the establishment of divisions or 
units of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps at such 
institutions. As a result the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted : 

“Resolved, That in the opinion of the college presi- 
dents here present it would be better to make the (1) 
curriculum contained in General Orders No. 49 more 
elastic; (2) the professor of military science and tactics 
and the president of the institution should be at liberty 
to admit to the advanced courses any student in the 
college or university who, in their opinion, has had 
instruction equivalent to the preceding courses; (3) 
that the courses prescribed should be subject to modifica- 
tions proposed by the professor of military science and 
tactics and the president of the institution and approved 
by the War Department; (4) the drill required may be 
taken in whole or in part in military summer camps.” 
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GENERAL WOOD ON OUR MILITARY NEEDS. 


In an address on the need for universal military 
training made at the dinner of the Commercial Club 
in Boston, Mass., on Oct. 24, Major Gen. Leonard Wood, 


U.S.A., said, in part: “We have never yet in all our 
wars met a first class nation, and to-day we haven't got 


an Army adequate to meet a first class nation. We are 
without the tools, the organization and the leadership, 
and we have absolutely no chance against a well or- 
ganized, well prepared and well led people. Take our 
own Militia system. No one admits more emphatically 
than I that we have good officers and men, but you 
cannot have efficiency under that system. If we go 
into a great war on a volunteer system, God help us. It 
will be a gamble—nothing but murder. 

“The only way out is the acknowledgment of the basic 
principle on which democracy stands and always must 
stand—that equality of opportunity and of privilege goes 
hand in hand with equality of obligation, in war as 
well as in peace. We must see that our own young men 
go into war, as far as we can protect them, with a 
fighting chance. Or are we going on with a system 
which leaves everything unprepared? If you do that 
you will get your training too late and will get it under 
another fiag. The Army of the United States must be 
under United States control at all times—a purely 
Federal force. And we need a pretty big force, with 
the 250,000 or 300,000 Regulars we have as merely a 
nucleus. Universal military training will promote 
national solidarity. It will bring better physical health 
and better sanitation, it will be the biggest kind of insur- 
ance against war, for we do not want war. Through 
universal military training we shall have an army of 
the people, for the Army will be the people. It will 
eg us an establishment appropriate to a democracy 
ike ours.” 
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Panama Canal authorities have completed and opened 
to public use on Oct. 21 a drydock at Balboa, on the 


Pacific end of the waterway, which is expected to be 
of the greatest value as a naval asset. The new drydock, 
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known as No. 1, is 1,000 feet long, 110 feet wide, with 
a_depth of thirty-five feet of water over the blocks at 
mean tide. Consequently it can accommodate the largest 
naval vessel in the world now built or projected.

BIPS FOR BATTLESHIPS AND DESTROYERS. 


Bids were opened at the Navy Department on Oct. 
25 for the construction by contract of the four battle- 
ships and twenty destroyers authorized by the Act of 
Aug. 29, 1916. Representatives of the large shipbuilding 
companies were present at the opening of bids. Due to 
the unprecedented number of vessels authorized in the 
last Naval Appropriation Act, the Department has had 
informal conferences with private contractors on several 
occasions, with a view to- removing every possible 
obstacle te the prompt completion of these vessels. A 
special clause was inserted in the Naval bill covering 
the expeditious delivery of vessels, and carries with it, 
if earned, a substantial bonus over the contract price. 

The battleships are officially known as the Colorado, 
Maryland, Washington and West Virginia (Nos. 45 to 
48, inclusive}. They will be slightly larger than their 
predecessors, the Tennessee and California. Their chief 
characteristics are: Displacement, 32,600 tons; speed, 
21 knots; battery, eight 16-inch guns, twenty-two 5-inch 
guns, four 3-inch anti-aircraft guns; complement, 1,022. 
They will have the same very large cruising radius which 
characterizes all recent United States battleships. Their 
armor protection and underwater protection against tor- 
pedo attack will be unusually complete, and will include 
features which the experience in the war have shown 
to be of the most vital importance. 

The twenty torpedeboat destroyers, officially knewn 
as Nos. 75 to 94, following their predecessors, will carry 
a very heavy battery and will have an unusually large 
cruising radius for vessels of their class. They repre- 
sent a small inerease in displacement over the last 
vessels laid down, but will be capable of an increased 
speed of about five knots. Their chief characteristics 
will be: Displacement, 1,185 tons; speed, 35 knots; 
battery, four 4-inch guns, four triple torpedo tubes, two 
anti-aircraft guns; complement, 95. It should be noted 
that these vessels will attain their rated speed on their 
full design displacement, and not on a very much lesser 
displacement, which can only be attained by stripping 
the vessels of many essential features, as is the case in 
a number of foreign boats of this class for which very 
high speeds are claimed. 

The Newport News Company proved the lowest bidder 
on battleships; for one battleship, electric drive, 
$10,470,000, and for two, $10,375,000 each. <A condi- 
tional bid was submitted by the Fore River Company 
at a lower figure, which, however, provided for the 
eontract price to be increased or decreased in accordance 
with any rise or fall in the cost of labor and materials. 
The Fore. River Company proposed that the Federal 
Trade Commission should settle any conflicting claims 
between the Navy Department and the company which 
might arise over computations in cost of labor or 
materials. The bid by the Bere River Company, in 
accordance with the terms of the Newport News bid, 
was for $10,875,000 for electric drive and $11,475,000 
for steam drive. The Cramp Company submitted a letter 
stating that abnormal conditions in the labor and steel 
markets made it impossible for it to bid at a specified 
price or delivery time, but offered to build a battleship 
to be completed as soon as possible, the Government to 
pay costs and ten per cent. commission; offer to remain 
open forty-five days. The New York Company bid 

11,250,000 on one battleship in forty-six months, and 

41,350,000 on one for completion within forty months. 

In general, the price bid for battleships this year is about 
$2,000,000 to $3,000,000 higher than a year ago. While 
all the tenders show the heavy increase in prices due 
to the abnormal conditions in the shipbuilding industry 
they were within the Department’s limit of cost of 
$11,500,000 for hull and machinery, and it is believed 
that all four ships will be awarded to private concerns, 
and that the Government itself will not construct any 
of these craft or the twenty destroyers. 

In bids on destroyers the Bath Iron Works’ figures 
of $1,185,000 each for two and $1,160,000 each for three 
were the only bids submitted on destroyers with 
machinery of builder’s design. For destroyers with 
machinery of the Department’s design the Fore River 
Company was low in a bid for four at $1,175,000 each. 
The Department’s limit of cost is $1,200,000.

A PROPOSAL FROM CALIFORNIA. 

Among the proposals received by the Secretary of 
the Navy on Oct. 24 was the following informal com- 
munication, headed ‘Destroyers Proposal,’ from the 
California Shipbuilding Company, of Long Beach, Cal. 
It is addressed to the Secretary of the Navy and reads: 

“Sir: If the national necessity for proper naval pre- 
paredness on the Lacific coast so demands, we are 
prepared to construct at Long Beach, Cal., several 
destroyers upon the general basis that the Government 
deliver to us at Long Beach the materials therefor, pay 
the actual cost of all labor and materials and compensate 
us for the use of our building berths, machinery and 
general supervision over construction at a figure which 
the Navy Department may deem to be just and reason- 
able under all the circumstances. The Government to 
furnish all plans, ete. 

“Owing to conditions absolutely beyond our control 
but within the potential control of the Government, we 
do not feel justified in taking the risk of submitting a 
bid to deliver a vessel within a time certain or bid in 
the usual form;. however, we do not want to withhold 
our facilities, which are well known to the technical 
experts of the Government, and hence we propose to 
place the matter within the control of the Navy Depart- 
ment to do as it sees fit. 

“It would seem somewhat doubtful whether any Pacific 
coast private shipyard, other than possibly one which 
may be a part of a large Eastern steel and machinery 
combination or financially affiliated with such class of 
plants, can secure any definite delivery of materials-and 
parts for such large vessels as destroyers; hence it does 
not seem prudent to bid upon such vessels subject to 
penalty for delivery; however, the Government may be 
in a position.to get materials and parts at its own 
convenience. 

“The Naval Appropriation Act provides, in principle, 
for a freight differential to cover the excess cost of the 
transportation of materials to a Pacific coast shipyard 
over an Atlantic, but in practice it seems meaningless 
because no appropriation is made and the Atlantic coast 
price under existing and prospective conditions of labor 
and materials must be near the maximum of the appro- 
priation, if little or any substantial profit is to be made 
by even an East coast builder, which may find itself 
in the hands of everybody but itself during the abnormal 
war time conditions. 

“The Navy Department will take judicial notice that 
another branch of the Government, the I.C.C., suspended 
until Jan. 1, 1917, the Sept. 1, 1916, transcontinental 
freight tariff, which increased the cost of shipbuilding 
materials transportation to the Pacific coast over forty 
per cent. There was to have been a trial upon the 
merits. ‘The newspapers on Oct. 23, 1916, announced 
that the I1.C.C. had reopened the entire transcontinental 
rate case; consequently nobody can discount the future, 
especially at a time when there must be an adjustment 
to meet the eight-hour law wages. This unstable freight 
situation is not so important to the Navy Department 
as to a private Pacific coast shipyard, because the 
Government can now ship its materials for about half 
the private yard’s cost because of the land grant laws, 
and whenever desired can transport materials at really 
no direct charge to the government vessel under con- 
struction on the Pacific. 

“The Pacific coast navy yards may be able to bid 
within the appropriation, but they do not have to pay 
interest on plant investment, insurance, bonds, trial trip, 
crews, etc., and many costs of fitting up the plants to 
build vessels; consequently more can be paid for labor 
and materials than the private builder can offer; hence 
it may be possible to meet the patriotic demand that 
some destroyers shall be built upon the Pacific. How- 
ever, if the navy yards are needed for other and larger 
work, and the Navy Department wants to really use 
our facilities somewhat like under navy yard conditions, 
we now stand ready to co-operate in any manner within 
our power.” 
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“At eleven o’clock on Sept. 22,” writes a correspondent 
at Shanghai, China, “Admiral A. G. Winterhalter, com- 
mander-in-chief of the U.S. Asiatic Fleet, accompanied 
by his staff, visited the U.S.S. Quiros and presented the 
large silver loving cup that has been donated by the 
Navy Department. cup is for excellency in small 


arms practice and is shot for annually by the crews of 
the vessels composing the Asiatic Fleet. Admiral 
Winterhalter in his speech of presentation called the 
attention of the officers and crew of the Quiros’ to the 
fact that had there been but one cup for the Navy, 
instead of one for each of the fieets, the Quiros would 
have won it, as that vessel had the highest score in 
the entire Navy. Last year the cup was held by the 
U.S.S. Cincinnati.” 


ARMY ITEMS. 

The Army transport Sumner sailed from New York 
for the Canal Zone Oct. 20. 

First Lieut. Jacob Schiek, U.S.A., who was retired 
Aug. 15, 1910, for disability in the line of duty, has been 
returned to the active list as a captain of Infantry. He 
first joined the Army as a private in the band of the 
14th Infantry and-was appointed a second lieutenant in 
the Sth U.S. Infantry Feb. 2, 1910. He was promoted 
first lieutenant, 10th Infantry, in 1906. 


In view of the report of the School of Musketry on a 
new design of cleaning red, the Ordnance Department is 
new manufacturing the cleaning red, model of. 1916, in- 
stead of the cleaning rods, models of 1910 and 1913. it 
is considered undesirable to manufacture any further 
parts for the replacement of the models of 1910 and 1913 
cleaning rods, as it is’ desired, as fast as they become 
unserviceable, to issue the cleaning rod, model of 1916, 
in place thereof. Therefore, as the cleaning rods, models 
1910 and 1913, become unserviceable, The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army announces that the parts of the rods 
will be turned over to the post ordnance officer for ship- 
ment to the Springfield Armory. 

First Lieut. Harold H. Taintor, 21st U.S. Inf., ten- 
dered his resignation on Oct. 5, the Leavenworth Times 
reports, following an accusation against him by Col. 
David J. Baker, Inf., of conduct unbecoming an offieer. 
Lieutenant Taintor, who has been on duty at Nogales, is 
accused by Colonel Baker of passing checks on a Yuma, 
Ariz., bank in which he had no funds, during a visit to 
San Diego. It is reported that these checks since then 
have been validated by Lieutenant Taintor. Although 
not announced by the War Department, it is stated that 
Lieutenant Taintor was court-martialed last March at 
the instance of Colonel Baker for a violation of the Army 
Regulations, and sentenced to be restrieted to the limits 
of his post for a period of six months. Lieutenant Tain- 
tor enlisted in the 3d Field Artillery in October, 1907, 
and served for three years. In May, 1911, he was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant in the Philippine Scouts, and 
when the commission was vacated in August, 1912, he 
became a second lieutenant in the 21st Infantry, being 
promoted to first lieutenant last March. 

Thirty-two military aeroplanes, ineluding every type 
of battle plane, pursuit, bombarding and _ training 
machine, are to be delivered at the Signal Corps training 
school at San Diego, Cal., before the first of the year, 
according to an announcement made at the training 
school in San Diego on Oct. 25 by officers of the military 
aerodrome. The pursuit aeroplanes will be single-seaters, 
carrying a rapid-fire machine gun, and capable of flying 
more than ninety miles an hour. , 

Motor Truck Company 23, comprising a total of thirty- 
three Army trucks, with chauffeurs and fifteen mechani- 
cians left Laredo, Texas, Oct. 20, en route for Fort Sam 
Houston where they will make a short stop and then 
proceed overland to join the Pershing expedition in 
Mexico, via Columbus. The overland journey will estab- 
lish a record for motor trucks of the Army. 

The U.S. Army recruiting station in San Francisco, 
Cal., advertised in the local papers on Oct. 25 for 
“twelve girls for the U.S. Army,” the notice specifying 
that they must be “attractive, intelligent and indus- 
trious” ; held out the inducement that here was a chance 
to “make money and do your country a service,” and 
concluded with the warning that “no triflers need apply.” 
The advertisement was placed in the papers by Lieut. 
Col. John H. Gardner, U.S.A., retired, who is in charge 
of the recruiting station, and whose plan is to install 
an exhibit which will demonstrate the life of a soldier 
from camp cooking to Infantry drill. The women 
recruiting agents will work out of that station, and will 
be paid $1 for every recruit they obtain, a San Fran- 
cisco despatch reports. 

The dedication of the new Y.M.C.A. building at Camp 
Del Rio, Texas, Oct. 19, 1916, was a notable oceasion. 
Gen. J. W. Ruckman, U.S.A., made the address of 
welcome. Judge J. Q. Henry, of the Val Verde County 
Court, made the response. Both evinced a profound 
personal appreciation of the work of the Y.M.C.A. 
throughout the world. The dedicatory prayer was offered 
by Rey. E. E. Swanson, pastor of the Methodist Church. 
The address by Col. Augustus A. Macomb, 14th U.S. 
Cav., was flowing with wit and humor. Mr. Dwight 
L. Rogers, field secretary of the Y.M.C.A. work from 
El Paso to Brownsville, made a very pleasant speech, 
in which he extended to the enlisted men the thanks of 
the Army and Navy Department of the Y.M.C.A. for the 
large part they have had in bringing this splendid 
building to completiop. Among other entertaining 
speakers were Chaplain H. S. Smith, 3d U.S. Inf, 
stationed at Eagle Pass. Throughout the evening hearty 
appreciation was accorded Chaplain C. C. Bateman, 14th 
U.S. Cav., for the part he had taken in securing the 
ee "ee the Del Rio garrison.

The British mine sweeper Genista was torpedoed by 
an enemy submarine on Oct. 25 and all her officers and 
seventy-three men of her crew were lost, the British 
Admiralty has announced. Twelve men were saved.

The 
California is to be ready for launching Jan. 1, 1918, and 
in commission the following year. She will have a dis- 
placement of 32,000 tons, a speed of twenty-one knots 
and a complement of fifty-eight officers and 1,022 men. 

Chief Btsn. Edwin J. Norcott, U.S.N., on duty in the 


battleship Kearsarge, was notified officially on Oct. 26 
that President Wilson would nominate him for the posi- 
tion of inspector-commandant of the new Haitian coast 
guard. He will take charge of four auxiliary naval 
vessels. He was appointed chief boatswain April 27, 
1904, and holds a master’s license. 

Considerable difficulty is being experienced at the 
navy yard, Charlestown, Mass., in securing skilled help, 
and on this account some of the repair work on war 
vessels is not progressing very rapidly. Whether the 
shortage will delay the laying of the keel for the fuel 
ship that is to be built at the yard is a problem. Naval 
Constr. William J. Baxter does not desire to have the 
work on that ship delayed to any extent. He has 
planned to have the material prepared in the shops, so 
that as soon as the keel is laid there will be no hitch 
in putting the ship together. Work on the torpedo 
testing barge is making wonderful progress and the 
vessel could be launched at any time. But as there is 
a great deal of interior work to be done it is less expen- 
sive to do it while the craft is on the ways than after 
it is launched. The U.S.S. Rhode Island is to have new 
boilers, and as there is a delay in securing them the work 
is not progressing as rapidly as the hull department 
would like to have it. A few days ago the number of 
employees at the yard was a little over 2,700, and it 
would be easily 3,000 is the workmen required could 
be secured. 


Lieut. (J.G.) Guy C. Barnes, U.S.N., commanding 
the torpedoboat destroyer Roe, was recently court- 
martialed for culpable negligence in the performance of 
duty and acquitted. The record of the proceedings was 
returned by the Navy Department to the court with this 
comment: “The attention of the court is invited to Navy 
Regulations, 1913, R-2081, and of which the court must 
take judicial notice. The above regulations make the 
commanding officer responsible that all necessary pre- 
cautions are taken and he is, furthermore, chargeable 
with knowledge of what those precautions are which 
should be taken under various circumstances; his re- 
sponsibility for professional knowledge and foresight in 
avoiding collision applies at all times, but is particularly 
obligatory in a case similar to this where the Monaghan 
was in such a position as to inyite collision unless 
unusual care and precautions were employed in making 
the landing. If the court considers that the accident 
was due to a failure of the engines to back properly 
then the fact still remains that the accused is guilty of 
negligence either in depending entirely on the engines 
to make the landing safely, or in failing to recognize 
that other precautions were necessary to insure a safe 
landing being made. The responsibility was his to 
recognize that this occasion required special precautions ; 
the responsibility was his to know the special and 
unusual precautions which were necessary on this occa- 
sion to insure a safe landing, and responsibility was his 
to see that these precautions were taken. In brief, the 
position of Lieutenant Barnes as commanding officer 
imposed upon him the responsibility to land safely under 
unusual conditions. If he failed tg recognize that unusual 
conditions presented themselves, or to know what special 
precautions were required, or through lack of foresight 
he failed to take them, then the accused is guilty.” The 
court decided to revoke its former finding and acquittal, 
and found Lieutenant Barnes guilty in less degree than 
charged and sentenced him to the loss of three numbers 
in his grade, at the same time recommending the officer 
to clemency. The Secretary approved the sentence, but 
disapproved the recommendation to clemency on the 
ground that the sentence was inadequate to the offense 
found proved.

Fort Sam Houston, Texas, Oct. 18, 1916. 

After the remarkable showing made by the Guardsmen on 
the return march from Austin, ‘‘Military Day’’ was celebrated, 
when the city greeted its grandest spectacle. The entire 12th 
Division, complete fighting unit of an army of nearly 15,000 
men, paraded through the city, which was gaily decorated 
with flags and bunting.

13TH N.Y.—COL. SYDNEY GRANT. 


Major Gen. Daniel Appleton, N.G.N.Y., who recently re- 
viewed the 15th Colored Infantry, N.Y., and also the Irish- 
men enrolled in the depot unit of the 69th N.Y., paid a visit 
to Brooklyn on the night of Oct. 20, where he reviewed the 
13th Coast Defense Command on the invitation of Col. Syd- 
ney Grant. A very large audience was present, many guests 
having to stand. General Appleton was most highly impressed 
with the various elements which go to make up a coast de- 
fense command, as s0 effectively exhibited by the 13th, and 
at the conclusion of the exhibitions he said to a representa- 
tive of the Army and Navy Journal that it was the best, re- 
view, embodying so many combinations, he had_ witnessed 
during his many years of service, and this review was taken 
by General Appleton on the fiftieth anniversary of his first 
shouldering a musket. 

There was an Infantry drill by Fire Command No. 3, under 
Major Robert P. Orr, which was made up of the 9th Com- 
pany, Cant.

CALIFORNIA. 


The 2d Provisional Regiment of Coast Artillery for the 
National Gyard of California was sworn in on Oct. 15 at Los 
Angeles, after a remarkably quick recruiting campaign. Lieut. 
Col. Herbert Fay, C.A.C., N.G.C., detailed as mustering officer, 
administered the usual oath of allegiance to the twelve com- 
panies and band simultaneously. The organization, which is 
under command of Col. Harry B. Light, is to man the big guns 
at Fort MacArthur. Because of the absence of Mayor Wood- 
man, Councilman Roberts was called upon to represent the 
city. In a brief address he extended the thanks of Los An- 
geles to the officers and men of the regiment for their patriot- 
ism and congratulated them for the record they have estab- 
lished in mustering in less time than any military organiza- 
tion in the history of the United States.

Portsmouth, N.H., Oct. 17, 1916. 

It is many years since there has been so much work at this 
yard that part of it had to be sent away, but that has been 
the situation here this fall, orders having been received that 
the Baltimore and Dubuque are to go to Boston for dry- 
docking.
